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StOOkllOlm. It may be truly said that Stock-* 
holm, often called "the Venice oi the north", stands 
unsurpassed among capitals for the beauty of its situa- 
tion, and the varied . loveliness of its surroundings. 

On arriving at Stockholm either from the lake 
MsBlar (the canal-line) or from the Baltic (by steamers 
from Russia or Germany), the stranger is agreeably 
surprised by the lovely panoramas, now presenting 
themselves to his view. 

Before going into any details, a brief history of 
the foundation of the city and its founder will be of 
interest to the reader. 

The oldest city privileges of Stockholm date back 
to the year 1255, when they were given by Birger 
Jarl at TJpsala, who held executive power 1250 — 1266 
during the minorities of his sons, Waldemar, Magnus 
and Birger. 

Waldemar, who was elected King of Sweden on 
the death of his father in 1266, removed his court 
from TJpsala to Stockholm in 1272, and was the first 
king who resided in Stockholm and made this city 
the capital of the country which it has been ever 
since. 

At the death of Waldemar in 1275, Magnus his 
brother succeeded to the throne, and further enlarged 
and strengthened the fortifications of the city, which 
his father had begun. 

At the northwest end of Munkholm, now Biddar- 
holm, Birger Jarl built the first known fortification of 
this place, where a round tower can still be seen, of 
which at least the lower half remains. . 

Stockholm at that period consisted only of this 
tower, the Munkholm and of Agnesnses, then a 
peninsula, now the central island. 
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HISTORICAL >'OTICES. O 

Both YfQYe at a later period encircled by high earth- 
works with many towers or bastions, thus enabling the 
inhabitants to defend themselves against the numerous 
pirates called Wikings, who, previous to this time, 
on their well manned war ships frequently entered 
here and ransacked the many rich towns and villages, 
with which the shores of lake Mselar were studded.

Birger Jarl caused piles to be driven down into 
the river, thereby preventing ships from entering the 
lake; hence the origin of the city: Stock = pile, 
holm = islet. 

But the piles thus driven down by Birger Jarl 
to prevent invasion, aJfio put a stop to the trade 
of the inland towns, by preventing their vessels 
from coming out, and the merchants had therefore 
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h STOCKHOLM. 

ti> i;hange their residence and remove their business 
to Stockholm, which in this way quickly increased 
ill I population, and was soon considered the most im- 
portant tradingplace in the Baltic. Many foreigners 
a (J tiled here, especially Germans. 

During the reign of Guatmns the l:st * 1496 
\ 1560 (founder of the Wasa dynasty which for a 
porioS of 300 years (1521 — 1818) has reigned in Swe- 
de n) and his sons Th-io XIV, ^ohn III axidi Charles IX 
i\\v population of the city was considerable. It con- 
iuiifced also some fine buildings and many churches, 
and was strongly fortified. 

The fort "Karnan" is often mentioned in the 
liistory of these bygone days, and it was here the 
heroic Christina Gyllenstjerna in 1523 with a small 
^arsiaon for several months defended the city against 
iliu besieging Danish King Christian 11, until finally 
rolic^ved by Gustavus Wasa. 

Wars, conflagrations and civilisation have entirely 
roTnodelled the city, so that no part of it now re- 
iimins as it was in the days of Gustavus Wasa, but 
a^ it would be too tedious step by step to follow up 
tho improvements of the city during the different 
centuries, we will now introduce the visitor to Stock- 
holm^ as it now is. 

On approaching the city by steamer from lake 
Meelar, we find on the. right the lofty spire of St. 
i\tUmrine^8 Church, towering high above the houses on 
tlie killy southern suburb, (the highest point in Stock- 
holm), and a little nearer, the tower of St. Marys 
Chureh, 

On our left we see, on the island of Kungsholm

The New Theai/re at Blasieholmen, National Dramas 
and Operettas. 

Mind/re Theatern next to Grand Hotel, Yaude- 
villes and Operettas. 

Tlie Djurgdrds Theatre in the Deer park (or Djur- 
garden), the Alhanibra, the Sodra Theatre at Mose-Hill 
" (Mosebacke), the Ladugdrdsland Theatre etc., g-re aU 
migratory. 

.' A good Circus troop at the Manege in the Deer- 

; park (in the rear of Hasselbacken) generally performs 
in summer, and till as late in the autumn, as the 
season permits. 
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The city of Stockholm 

is divided by water into the following parts: 

l:o) Ths city proper or the centre Island together 
with Biddarholm being the oldest parts of Stockholm, 
entirely enclosed by water, and surrounded by a 
splendid granite quay, and fine shipping. It is connected 
with the 

2:o) Southern Suhurh by means of two bridges 
stretched over the new and old sluices at the southern 
end, forming between themselves the Karl Joharis 
sqtMre, decorated with a beautiful equestrian statue 
of Charles XIV, the founder of the present Royal 
dynasty of Sweden. The statue (modelled by Pogel- 
berg) was erected in 1854 by his son and successor 
to the throne Oscar the l:st. 

3:o) Northern Svhurh. Separated from the city 
by Korth river, the only free outlet of the lake 
Maelar. In front of the northern facade of the Royal 
palace, a huge granite bridge, built by Tessin, is 
spanned to Helgeandsholm and from there continued 
to Gustaf Adolfs square, upon which stands-the eques- 
trian statue of Gustavus II Adolphus. This statue, cast ^ 
in Stockholm after a model by TArchevesqve, was 
unveiled the 6:th of November 1796, on the 164:th 
anniversary of the death of this great hero. On the 
pedestal are medallions of his generals Wrangel, 
Thorstenson, Baner and Konigsmark. 

■ 4:o) Kungahohnen to the west from here. 

5:o) LadAngardfilandeb to the east. 

6:o) The islands Skeppsholm and Castelhohi, naval 
stations for a part of the Coastfleet, and 

7:o) Djurga/rden (the Deerpark), part of which is 
within the city limits. 

The Royal palace. Through its prominent posi- 
tion on the highest point of the city within the 
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bridges, and its massive architecture, the aspect of 
tlie palace from whatever side, near or far, is truly 
A:r:md. Size of building 392 feet by 418, of quad- 
rjtugular shape with extended wings of lesser height, 
at each comer 165 by 51 feet, except the south- 
western wing which is of smaller dimensions on ac- 
uoitnt of the proximity of the S:t Nicholai church. 

To hide this deformity, two semicircular wings 
lisive here been constructed forming between them- 
srlves an outer Court-yard, where a Corps de Oua/rde 
of infantry with a few mounted guns are stationed. 

On this side of the main-building among other 
(iniaments are nine medallions in bronze on the upper 
^vall, representing Kings of Sweden, Gustavus Wasa 
and his successors.* 

Here in the Western portico is the main entrance 
to Hie Kings apartments on the first and the state 
apartments on the 2:d floor. We will return hither 
aitei' having described the other entrances to the 
pLtlace. 

In front of ITorrbro, the Northern entrance of 
tho palace is reached by a zigzag incline, the Lejon- 
hmlen (the hiU of Lions) so named from the two large 
bronze Uons, placed east and west of the entrance. 
The same lions also stood guard in front of the old 
castle during the time of Gustavus Wasa (see Sketch 
Fort "Kernel" pag. 5). The Lejonbacken was not 
iiaiehed till 1830. Over the portico, tlie Rtkswapen 
{the armorial hearings of the Realm) with the 3 Crowns 
is placed supported by Fame. 

Descending the Lejonbacken, we turn round the 
North-Eastem wing, and are now in front of the 
Earttem facade overlooking the harbour. 

Here by a double granite staircase, through the 
lliiyal garden (Logarden), is the Eastern entrance, not 
open to the public, but exclusively used by the Royal 
Fumily and their attendants. Has a fine fountain 
\s\K\\ springwater, built by" Charles XV.

At the end of both wings' here the visitor will 
notice some immensely large hanging granite-boulders, 
which are of curious workmanship, and can, by means 
.of hidden water pipes, at any time be converted into 
cataracts "in petti". 

On passing round the South-Eastem wing of the 
palace, a long incline called palace-hill or Slottsbacken 
iJrings us to the Southern portico, ornamented with 4 
columns surmounted by war-emblems and antique coats 
of arms in bronze. 

At the entrance, to the left, by a double stair- 
case of Swedish marble, is the Throne-romn 145 by 
53 feet and running up the entire height of the 
building. 

The two colossal marble statues in fr6nt of the 
entrance represent Gustavus Adolphus and Charles the 
XIV, by Bystrom, and the allegorical groups and figures, 
with which the Hall is profiisely ornamented, are 
carved by Sergei and TArchevesque. 

On festive occasions the Throne of solid silver 
which was presented to queen Christina by Magnus 
Gabriel de la Gardie, is placed here. 

In the Southern portico to the right, ascending 
by an exactly similar staircase as the one leading to 
the throne room, the Royal Chapel is reached. 

The painted ceiling is by Taravel, Pasch and 
Ehrenstrahl, and the altarpiece, begun by TArchevesque 
and finished by Sergei^ is a beautiful work represen- 
ting Gethsemane. The richly sculptured pulpit is sup- 
ported on figures emblematic of tiie four Evangelist. 

Divine service is held here, as in all other churches, 
every Sunday at 11 a. m; Seats free. 

Crossing the inner court-yard, (an open rectang- 
ular square, 262 by 3CK) feet) to the left, we again 
enter the Western portico, where in front of the 
grand staircase we find a Caesarian statue in Marble 
of Charles XI. 

Ascending to the first floor by the highly orna- 
mented staircase, amongst pillars and niches holding 
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tiiiublo statues, porphory urns and vases, bronze- 
%i!ros with gas-lamps etc., we enter to the left 

The King\ private apartments. The first room we 
(tniuj to, after passing the antechamber, is the Billiard 
rmtmy h\ing with costly antique french gobelin. The 
fVunied pictures here are also in goblin, being copies 
uf ]iuintings from old masters. Stuccoed ceiling, rich 
lustres and candelabres. 

To the left is a cosy little room, arranged by 
ill juries XV as an herbarium, with many "Objets 
)lr vertu". 

The next is the large comer room, called the 
Jfti// of pillars from the 16 columns it contains; the 
ro<>rn is richly furnished, everything being in wliite 
and gold,' and its walls of plate glass give to it an 
ujidless appearance. The ceiling by Ehrenstrahl re- 
presents scenes from Mythology; on the mantel-piece 
aniiui*^ other ornaments is seen a pair of large agate 
ViAscfl from Ural. 

^ext we enter the Victoria Hall decorated with 
purple and gold, the walls hung with costly purple 
fiilk velvet, richly embroidered with gold. Ceiling 
hi white stucco, richly covered with gilt crowns. The 
tjjaai plate glass mirror, the largest in Sweden, was 
a wedding present from I^apoleon III to Charles XV. 
Two large tables of Roman Mosaic were presented 
to t-harles XIV by Nicolaus l:st, Emperor of Eussia. 
Three sideboards with exquisite incrustation belonged 
formerly to Marie Antoinette. On the centre mantel- 
piece stands an antique Moorish silver-gilt Clock with 
movable figures. Large lustres and costly urns and 
Tn^m. This and the adjoining Audience Calmet, not 
less richly ornamented, are conjointly used as recep- 
tion rooms for sojourning foreign potentates. Ceiling 
by Ehrenstrahl and door-paintings by Pasch. Marble 
figures at the comers by Swedish masters. Two 
large oil paintings of Charles the XIV and XV. 

Towards the inner court-yard is the King's sttidio 
iixid hedroMUy filled with collections of family portraits. 
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statuettes, books etc. In a glass case is seen the 
plate used by Charles the XIV in his campaignfl. 

The following two rooms are for the Bang's cham- 
berlain and adjutants on duty, and in returning to 
where we entered, we pass the smoking-rooms which 
join the before described BiUiard-room. 

The visitors are always expected to give a gratuity to the 
waktmastare or doorkeeper, whicli is generally one Krona each 
person, bnt when large parties clnh together, might be consider- 
ably rednced. 

On the opposite side of the vestibule we find 
the Chapter-rooms of the different Swedish Eoyal 
orders. 

Passing through the ante-chamber, the first room 
we ent* is the HaU of the Wasa-order, with decorations 
in green and gold; next that of the Order of the North- 
Star ^ decorations in red and black ; after this the Hall 
of the Order of the Swordy with decorations in blue 
and gold, and lastly the Hall of the Order of Seraphim, 
in white and gold. Here the King also holds two 
weekly sessions together with his coimsellors of state. 

Prom here is an inner way to the Throne-room 
which is always kept closed, except on state-occasions, 
but will be opened by the doorkeeper, if requested. 
In a closet near-bye stands queen Christina's silyer- 
throne of exquisite workmanship. 

Returning we ascend to the second floor by the 
before mentioned grand staircase, and notice the 
perspective wall paintings and medallion paintings of 
ancient Kings from the 11th to the 14th century, 
among which we find that of Birger Jarl, the founder 
of the old royal castle in 1256, which was afterwards 
much enlarged and fortified by his successors, especially 
during the reigns of the Shtres and Wasas, but finally 
entirely consumed by fire in 1697. The new palace 
stands partiy on the foundation of th6 old castie, and 
the northern facade, begun in 1693, was nearly com- 
pleted previous to the conflagration, and partly saved. 

Stockholm. 2 
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Thetis, Pluto and Proserpine). A marble bust oi Prince 
(imt^fj a deceased brother to the King, is by Bystrom. 

The Green Saloon. Here the oldest gobelin tapestries 
are found, and said to be of immense value. The 
p tailing, painted in 1735 by Taraval and Delaviez, 
represents the 4 winds from the different quarters 
of the globe. At the cornices are the 4 elements: 
Mercury, the air, Vesta, the Earth, Thetis, water and 
Jupiter, fire. Paintings over the door panels, by Delaviez. 

The white saloon, 118 feet by 38. This room is 
the largest in the palace and from its decoration in 
white and gold generally called the white sea. It is 
oiily used for balls or other grand festive occasions. 
Cdling, painted by Ferretti and Bommioo in 1738, 
lA an Olympiad. All wood-work here is sculptured by 
frt]iicb artists, and the walls dressed in carrara marble 
and Btucco. — Splendidly illuminated with its 15 large 
cryBtal lustres, this saloon produces a magnificent effect, 
(l^he view of the city from the windows is beautiful.) 

Eetuming we pass the smaU-rooms towards the 
court-yard, and first enter the hitie cabinet, with large 
portraits of Qustamis Vasa, GtMtavtM II Adolph and 
Charles XI. 

The Red Cabinet richly decorated in red silk. 
Marble busts and paintings. 

Charles XIV^s hedrroom. This room is left in the 
sania condition as it was at the time of his death on the 
8th of march 1844. The clock on the mantle piece 
indicating the hour and minute when he breathed liis 
laal The walls, covered with green silk, are hung every- 
where with sketches of his many battles, together with a 
great number of family portraits. His writing table 
and the side tables are filled with books, maps and 
papors and many precious trinkets. The visitor should 
not forget to examine his collection of walking sticks. 
On ihe bed lies an overcoat, of the Swedish blue 
iijiifonn, the first, only and last one he ever had 
made and which he wore during the campaigns of 
1813^^ — 14. The same coat was afterwards for 30 years 
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his inseparable bedcover. — This room is intended 
to be kept intact for all future time. 

The Yelhw cabinet. Walls and furniture covered 
in yellow silk ; has amongst other ornaments a portrait 
of Oscar the 1st painted in 1815, as well as a ma- 
rine painting, "the engagement at Hogland", remarkable 
only as representing the last actual naval battle 
fought by the Swedish fleet. 

Passing through the WTiite cahmety with a bust in 
marble of Gustavus Adolphus, we come again to the 
court^room from where we started, and returning 
through the guard-rooms, we enter on the opposite 
side of the vestibule, the 

Royal Gusst-roonu, which are always kept in read- 
iness for the reception of royal visitors. The czar and 
czarewitz of Eussia, king and crown prince of Den- 
mark, crown prince of Prussia, prince Kapoleon, prince 
of Wales and many other foreign potentates have here 
been entertained. 

That they are elegantly furnished need not be 
stated; three of the rooms are covered with gobelin 
tapestry, and the walls in the pthers are hung with 
old portraits and paintings. A large one (life size) 
of Louis XVI in his royal attire, and another repre- 
senting the coronation of Charles the XIV in St. 
ITicholai church in Stockholm 1818, with many hundred 
portraits of distinguished persons taking part in the 
ceremony (including the artist himself). 

Having thus inspected everything of value on 
this side of the. palace, we descend the stairs, and 
direct our steps across the inner court-yard and enter 
the eastern portico, where to the right stands a colossal 
statue in plaster by Sergei, representing Axel Oxen- 
stjerna relating to History the exploits of Gustavus 
Adolphus. 

This group was intended to be oast in bronze, 
and then placed on the lower pedestal of the King's 
statue at Gustaf Adolfs square, but the design has 
not yet been carried out. 
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Amongst the curiosities in the collection is a 
latin manuscript of the Gospels, named "Codex Aureus", 
as being written in gilt Gothic characters upon alter- 




nate white and lilac parchments. From an inscription 
in it in old Anglo-Saxon, the work is believed to 
be about 1,200 years old, and belonged formerly to 
Canterbury cathedral, but was in the last century 
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bought in Italy by Gusttwus the thirdy and by him 
presented to the Library. 

Another antique work is a manuscript-copy of 
the Bible, written on 300 asses' hides; it was "found** 
in a convent in Prague, when that city was taken 
by the Swedes in the thirty-years' war. This manu- 
script is supposed to have been written by the monks

of the Benedictine order in Prague, who have worked 
at it from the 9th to the 13th century, being a labour 
of 500 years, but beside it contains also the Bohemian 
chronicles from that time, as well as other works. 
A latin bible printed in Leyden 1521 has numerous 
commentaries and remarks on its leaves, written by 
MaHm Luther himself. The oldest book here, printed 
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by moveable types, is a C^mro de Offkm by Fauat 
imd Sthoofer 1461. 

Storkyrkan {^. NicMai vhuroh) built by Birgcr

tion externally now presents a ratbor Italian atyle, 
^bile tbe inner is kept unchanged in old Uothic. 

A huge marble slab with a latin inseription on tho 
eastern aide of the churchj facing the Obeliak, gires 
the history of the church. 
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The altarpiece in wood, ivory and silver is a 
masterpiece of sculpture. 

The pulpit, the Royal pew, the Salvius's monument 
and others, are also fine specimens of sculpture. Several 
monumental tombs. The grand Organ is one of the finest 
in Sweden. Two large oil paintings by Ehrenstrahl 
**Christ taken down from the Cross", and "The last 
Judgment" are seen in the side-aisles each side of 
the altar, and are much admired. The church is rich 
in antique and curious objects in silver. The Helmet 
and Sptirs of St. Olaf of TTorway, taken from his 
shrine in the cathedral at Dronthiem by Eric XIV 
are found here. In the consistorial Hbrary are many 
antique works of great interest, reminiscences from the 
thirty-years' war. 

The coronation of the Swedish sovereigns, which 
formerly used to take place in the Upsala cathedral, 
is now celebrated here. 

The opening and closing of the Diet 15th Jan. 
and 15th May annually take place here with grand 
and imposing ceremonies. 

Adjoining the church to the South (at Stortorget), 
is the Bors {the Exchange) with large halls, for the 
use of the business community. Li the inner small 
rooms are found Swedish and foreign commercial Jour- 
nals, and on the upper floor large assembly rooms 
for festive occasions. 

In front of the eastern facade of Storkyrkan 
stands an Obelisk, 100 feet high, in memory of the 
wars with Russia in 1788 — 90. It is the only place 
where the name of the exiled king Gustavus Adolphus 
the 4th is seen in pubUc. 

Opposite the southern entrance to the Boyal 
palace is the governor's palace, "the hoiise that 
Tessin built" for himself; it is well worth a visit. 

Below the hill near the water's edge stands the 
statue of GustaviM the III by Sergei considered to be 
the masterpiece of this very productive artist.

It Vft}s origiiiiUly Imilt by Maf/^^aifi, aon of Birger 
Jarl, aii n tonyuiit diureli, but fii'tjs and loconatrae- 
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tions, at various periods, as well as the many sepul- 
chral chapels surrounding it, have much altered its 
original Gothic style, and not least, the new spire 
•300 feet high of cast-iron-tracery erected in 1835, 
when the old one was struck by lightning and burnt 
down. The chime of 3 Bells is only heard at Royal 
funerals, or at the death of any Knight of the Bcn/al- 
order of Seraphim, The organ and the altarpiece are 
however retained. The entire floor of the church is 
covered with grave-stones and numerous are the names 
of the Heroes and historical persons, whose mortal 
remains here "rest in peace" together. 

To the right of the altar in the Gustavian-choir, 
built in 1633, stands a sarchophagtts of green Italian 
marble, wherein repose the mortal .remains of the 
chivalrous and heroic champion of the Lutheran 
protestants, the great Gustavus Adolphus, who died, 
sword in hand, on the battlefield of Liitzen on the 
6th of november 1632. 

On a marble slab in the choir the following latin 
inscription is engraved: 

In augustiis intravit (he braved dangers). 
Pietatem amavit (loved piety). 
Hostes prostravit (overcame his enemies). 
Regnnm dilatavit (enlarged his dominions). 
Suecos exaltavit (exaUed his nation). 
Oppresses liberavit (liberated the oppressed). 
Moriens trinmphavit (and triumphed in death). 

The sarcophagus, originally ordered from Italy by 
Gustaf in for his father Adolf Fredrik, did not arrive 
in Sweden until the third decennium of tlds century 
when it was paid for by Charles XIV (Bemadotte), 
who in 1832 placed in it the coffin and body of the 
great Gustavus Adolphus. 

In the same choir rest Adolphus Fredrik f 1771, 
Gustavus ni t 1792, Charles XIU f 1818 with their 
queens and children, together with many other Royal 
personages. 
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Adjoiuing i« th<j aepulcliral choir of the present 
Koyal dynasty in Hweden, that of BemadotUy built 1850 
3D reiiait^^itutie by Scholander, where in a sarcophagtu 
of beautifnl Swedlflh porphyry of great value (a copy 
from Aj^i-i])pa^ iu Ronifi) re^t the remains of Charles 

XIV 1 1844, and in 
the vaidt below those 
of his queen Deside- 
ria, his only son and 
successor Oscar I f 
1859 with his sons 
Gustavus and August 
and lately his eldest 
son and successor to 
the throne Charles 
XVtlH72,hisqueen 
Louise and their in- 
fant son Charles. 

Nearest to the 
altar, on the left, is 
the Carolin-chapel, 
built 1686 by Tessin. 
Here rest Charles 
:X t 1660, Charles 
I XI t 1697, Charles 
; XII 1 1718, Fredrik 
\l t 1771, together 
I with their reapectivo 
queens, cliildren and 
relatives. {Charles the 
XII wstfi unmarried.) His fiarcophagus of white marble 
oil u green podtisliil, is covered with a brass-gilt 
lionV ^kiii, ninrkcd i*arolus XII, and surmounted by 
crown J stjeiitT^c und sword. 

On tliu Hum*^ Aide Mre two more chapels, belong- 
ing to the illuijtrious faniiliets of Torstenson and Baner, 
where both these famous generals from the thirty- 
years' war are buried, together with their relatives, 
siome of thorn more then 300 years ago. 




Hir^er Jarl (pag, 40 )► 
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On the walls of the choir are hung the shields 
of the deceased Knights of the Royal order of Sera- 
phim, amongst which is seen that of Napoleon III. 




The church contains furthermore many old war- 
relics, such as flags and standards, drums and kettle- 
drums, bows etc. 

A large silver lustre hung here until lately, and at 
present can be seen in the Royal palace (yellow cabinet). 
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The church is open to visitors daily duriug the snmmer 
from 1 to 3 p. m., but can be seen at any other time by day- 
light on application to the churchwarden whose address is best 
found by asking the Portier of your hotel. 

In the square near the church, which now bears 
the name of Birger Jarl's torg, stands the bronze 
statue erected by the people in 1854, to the founder 
of the city, (Birger Jarl f 1266) in the cuirrassed attire 
of his age. Cast after a model by Fogelberg. 

To the south of the church are the houses of 
parliament, occupied since 1867 by the then newly 
constructed Diet (consisting of the upper and lower 




Riddarhaset (the bouse of Nobles). 

chamber), who hold their sessions annually from the 
15th of January to the 15th of May. 

Recrossing the iron-bridge over the canal and the 
railroad, we have to our left Riddarhuset {the house 
of Nobles) built in 1648 — 70 from a plan by Simeon 
de la Vallee, The beautifully decorated ceiling is a 
work by Ehrenstrahl, on the walls hang the coats of 
arms of aU the noble families of Sweden. 
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Previous to 1867 the nobility of Sweden held 
their sessions here during the diets. The house stands 
now more as a monument of former glory. 

Visitors enter the front door and find the Keepers rooms 
on the first floor, to the left. 

In front of the Riddarhus stands the bronze- 
statue of Gustavus Vasa after a model by L'Archevesque, 
erected by the nobility, and unyeiled on the 24th of 
June 1773, on the 250th anniversary of his victorious

entry into Stockholm, after having liberated his country, 
in driving away the oppressive Danes. 

Adjoining eastward is the R&dhus {Townhall) for- 
merly count Gustavus Bonders palace, a fine structure 
in Italian style by Tessin; since 1731 all the district- 
courts, together with other public institutions have 
been located here; the ancient "Keys -of the city" 
are kept here, but the "gate" has disappeared. Next to 
this is the "Police office" with the Cellular prison. 

Behind' the Biddarhus, is a fine quay of hewo 
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granite, extending to Lejonbacken, finished last year, 
thereby creating a fine walk on the river side. 

The corner house is called the Mint but the mint- 
ing establishment was removed from here to Kungs- 
holm in 1844 and the building is now occupied by 
the different ministerial departments amongst which, 
that of the mmister of foreign affairs, 

A short distance from Biddarhus square in Stora 
Nygatan 5, is the French reformed ehv/rch, but with 
no exterior indications of a church. The congregation

merely occupying a common building until funds 
have been collected for the erection of a worthier 
temple. 

In the centre of the city is seen the high tower 
of the German or St. Gertrude church built in 1642. 
In the tower is a peal of Bells the only one in Swe- 
den. It is rung at noon on Tuesdays and Fridays. 
The church has many objects of attraction inside, 
amongst which are two original portraits of Luther 
and Melanothon, 
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At Jerntorget, near the southern extremity, is the 
Nation a;l Bank of Sweden^ but to enable the Bank 
properly to conduct their large business, the adjoining 
house is also occupied for the same purpose. Open, 
from 10 to 2 o'cl. Has a large numismatical collec- 
tion but is not accessible. 

Passing through either of the narrow lanes we 
come to the grand harbour, Skeppsbron and that 
portion of it where most of the foreign trading vessels 
are unloading their cargoes.

Opposite two recently erected iron and glass pa- 
vtltons is the main customhouse, an old looking 
building, built in 1788. 

• In front of the customhouse is the place ^ of em- 
barcation for steamers going abroad, with regular routes 
for Stettin, Liibeck, Copenhagen, HuU, London, Am- 
sterdam, Havre and Bordeaux. 

To the north side of these, those that run to 
Finland, Russia and other ports in the Baltic, succeeded 
by other iine looking crafts, in the southern coasting 
trade, extending their trips from here, and along the 
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coast of Sweden through "the Sound" to Gothenburg 
and Christiania. 

On both sides of the statue of Gustavus UI, is 
the place for vessels going north extending their trips 
the entire length of the Gulf of Bothnia and the 
northern Finland. 

The comer house near the statue is occupied by 
the Electric Telegraph Institiition as their Head offiLce. 
Oppn day and night.

Having thus made the circuit of the city we 
retrace our steps by the way of I^orrbro. To the 
right we have the Strompmierr previously described, 




Norrbro. 
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To our left is a row of shops called the Bazaar erect- 
ed 1838, where hooksellers, cigar-dealers and fkncy- 
vendors, with their neatly trimmed show-windows, 
try to attract the eye of the passers-by. 

In front of the bridge we observe Hotel Rydherg, 
for a long time the firkt Hotel in Stockholm. 

To the left is the palace of the crown-prince, 
but now unoccupied, as the present crown-prince 
Charles is a minor, and as yet lives with his illustrious

parents at the royal palace. The inscription in front 
of the building indiciites that it was built by princess 
Sophia Albertina, a sister of Gustavus III. 

Right opposite on the other side of the square 
stands an exactly similar building, the Royal Opera 
House built by Gustavus III in 1775, after a plan 
by Adelcrantz; it has comfortable seats for 1,500 
persons. The inscription above the main entrance^ 
is ^^Patriis Mtms^*^ (to the Swedish muses). Pine

The 
statue, modelled by 
MoBn, and cast in 
gilt bronze, presents 
the young warrior 
in commanding atti- 
tude in the simple 
costume he always 
wore. 

Moving on a 
few steps we stand 
in front of the largest private building in Stoc^l-- 
and at the same time the largest ^^d finest hotel in 
Scandinavia, the Grand Motel built m If^ by ^. 
Ofdier alW drawi«!? ^.y the architect A. Kunawt- 
SSg a well chosen position for an hotel, in f on t 
SZ grand Harbour, in the most heal^iy P«f * "^ 
L city? its beautiful architectural masses, make it 
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worthy to stand opposite Tessins masterpiece, the Royal 
palace. 

In the rear of the hotel, fronting toward Blasie- 
holm square stands Blasleholms-church, erected 1867 by 
pastor G, E. Beshow. 

It is built after'the model of Spurgeon's Tabernacle in Lon- 
don and its acoustic arrangements are excellent. It seats about 
2500, among which 900 are free sittings, but when all the 
standing places areoccrfpied (as is the case nearly every Sunday) 
it holds about 4,000 persons. This church has been entirely 
built by free contributions.

Blasieholm square is further surrounded by many 
residences of the nobility, among which is the palace 
of the minister of foreign affairs, and the houses 
of almost all the resident foreign ambassadors to the 
Swedish court. The Free-MMons are now erecting 
here a fine building, as their Chapter Lodge for 
Scandinavia. 

The Merchants Club {SdUskapet) (private) on the 
n. w. comer (a society formed long ago by wholesale 
merchants their friends and confreres) is very con- 
veniently situated, and is replete with every accom- 
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modation, oommon to a club of its nature. (Strangers 
can be introduced by any member of the dub.) 

At the 8. E. Comer are to be found the rooms 
of the Northern Art-Union {Fdremngm for Nordtsk konst), 
a society of young artists who here exhibit their 
productions for sale. 

Adjacent is the site of the New Theatre (comedies, 
operettas and dramas), erected and opened 1876, of

still larger dimensions than the royal opera house ; 
with 1,300 comfortable seats, besides pit and gallery. 

The National Museum. 

This exquisite architectural monument, "the nation's 
pride", built of granit and marble in Venetian-renais- 
sance style, was commenced in 1849, and completed 
by 1st of May 1863, at an expense of i! 120,000; 
it is three stories hi^h, and measures 260 feet by 170. 
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The exterior of the front is adorned with statues 
and medallions in marble of Ehrenstrahl, Fogelberg, 
Tessin, Sergei, Linne, Tegner, Wallin and Berzelius, 
but the portico is not as yet fully finished. 

The building although of large dimensions will 
before long have to be augmented on the eastern 
side, as the space it commands at present, is not at 
all sufficient to allow of a proper arrangement of the 
treasures already collected, and which are daily on 
the increase, and objects of larger compass are neces- 
sarily rejected for want of room.

As it is beyond the boundaries of this little work 
to serve as a guide to the inside of the Museum, we 
will only give a superficial description of the different 
apartments and their chief contents. 

A thorough catalogue in the English language is, 
we understand, already in the press. 

On entering the vestibule, the first thing that 
attracts our. attention is the three "giants" in marble, 
of Odifiy Thor and F^'ey^ master pieces in sculpture, 

Stockholm. & 
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from the early northern mythology, beautifully ideali- 
zed in marble by Bengt Fogelberg. 

These three statues were a present to the Mu- 
seum by king Charles XIV. 

Passing through the glassdoors on the ground- 
floor we enter the rooms to the left, where we find 
the oldest reminiscences of the aboriginal

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inhabitants of Sweden, by the collections of innum- 
merable implements in stone, flint and agate, and 
which give an idea of the progress of art in different 
ages, from the rudest, up to the more ciyilised. 

The adjoining rooms have specimens of the suc- 
ceeding bronze- and iron^ages, which fioUeqtions consist 
of implements in bronze, iron, bone, ivory, amber, 
glass, earthenware precious stones, silver and gold. 

The periods of the different ages, are supposed 
to be viz: 

The later iron-age, from 6th century to 1050. 

The earlier iron-age, from A. D. to year 600. 

The bronze-age, 300 years before the birth of 
Christ, and the stone-age, as far anterior to that as 
you please. 

The succeeding rooms on the eastern side are 
filled with numerous and precious collections from 
the mediaeval times 1050 — 1520, mostly from 
churchs and cloisters, such as costly embroidered dresses 
and robes, altarclothes, censers, monstrances, chandeliers 
and other religious vessels in copper, iron, silver and 
gold, used under the papal time in Sweden. 

A large collection of seals, with reprints in wax, 
from monasteries and holy orders, and several private 
ones, once belonging to ecclesiastical celebrities and 
pious women. 

Some papal bulls and other church documents 
written on parchment, are seen in glass-cases. 

The next room, the large centralhall, divided 
by 18 pillars into so many cabinets, is filled with 
sacred statues and scuptured altars, gathered up from 
old churches in Sweden, baptistmal fonts and grave- 
stones, some with runic inscriptions. Runic stones and 
church bells. The huge carving in wood of St. George 
and the Dragon has lately been brought here from 
St. Kicholai church; it was executed by order of Stm 
Sture senior, and completed in 1489. 

In the adjoining two rooms to the right is a 
continuation of the collection of churchrehcs, mostly 
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ill gfOd and silver, but contains also Swedish historical 
obJL^ijU from later periods, of which we will mention, 
thtj 1 radle of Charles XII, his baby chair, his grand 
ijin thorns easy chair, the wooden bench upoii which he 
i^lupt the last night of his life; (the bedclothes: a bundle 
of ftiraw, has not been preserved, but can easily be 
itTia;r"ied, to make the illusion complete). 

A curiosity in horologiography : a Tims-piece pre- 
^nted by George III of England to Charles XII. 
Complete sets of all the existing and extinct Uoyal 
imhrs the greater part with diamondsettings, several 
aiiicles of jewellery, worn by Swedish regents and 
otiitsrs. The mandolin wherewith the poet Bellman 
cL armed "the charmer and other good folks" ; several 
nUmsilft for chemistry used by BerzeHus. A gilt sledge 
pret^trnted to queen Christina by the Empress of Russia, 
is t^iieiii in a side room. 

In a glass case near the entrance is found the 
collection of Runic staves and sticks which for Scan- 
din a lians are what the papyrus leaves are or were 
im the Egyptians. 

The Numismatic Collection 

711 the rooms to the right of the front door, is undoubt- 
ndl3 the largest found anywhere, for besides the 
national coins from the earliest age, nearly every 
coin and kind of currency is represented here, and 
in immense quantities. 

The antique coins (mainly derived from "finds" 
in tire earth and tumuli) are inummerable and can 
only be measured by the bushel. 

Every "finder" in Sweden is by law compulsorily 
nl tilled to hand over to the museum everything of 
rintiquity found in the earth, and the museum always 
therefore pays its equivalent value in cash. 

The collections of medaillons in gold, silver and 
bronze (1500 — 1875) are exhibited in glass-cases, but 
tlifi coins (for want of room) only upon request of the 
vi^it^iT, who on Tuesdays and Fridays from 12 — 2, will^ 
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be shewn whatever coin he may desire to see, by the 
professors at that time in attendance. 

A neat little set of coppers is spread out on a 
. table, • the largest one of which will turn the scale 
at 42 lbs avoir-du-pois. Dated 1644. 

Ascending the marble stairs to the first floor, we 
enter the room to the left, where we have the col- 
lection of lithographs, sketches and engravings, in all 
70,000, among which are found original works of 
Baphael, Corregio, da Vinci, Michael Angelo, Holbein, 
Diirer, van Dyk, Kubens and others. 

j^bout 400 copies are constantly exhibited on 
the tables, but the others deposited in portfolios will 
readily bB shown to visitors on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days at 11 — 3. 

The Ma^lim-room, the name from an antique set 
of Majolica porcelain, decorated by copies from Ea- 
phael. A beautiful and costly enamelled antique set 
bequeathed by Charles XV. Old Egyptian urns, vases 
and lamps, a glass case of l^orth American indian pottery. 
An antique Moorish vase with brass ornaments, stands 
in the centre of the room. 

The adjoining six rooms are named the sculpture- 
gallery, with valuable objects in bronze and marble, ' 
representing all ages and countries. For a descriptive 
specification of wliich, a catalogue must be resorted to. 

We will here just draw the visitor's, attention to 1 *En- 
dymion, the most valuable piece of sculpture in this coll- 
ection, found 1783 among the ruins of Adrian's villa near 
Tivoli and purchased 1785 by Gustavus III; and among modern 
sculptures in marble to 357, *Faun, the masterpiece of Sergei 
(f 1814); 359 'Amor and Psyche, by the same artist; 377 
Juno with the infant Hercules at the breast, by Bystrom (f 
1848); 390 *Apollo, playing the cithern, by Fo^e/ftcr// (f 1854); 

397 'Neapolitan fisherman's boy, by Qoarnstrdm (f 1867); and 

398 'Bacchante, by Molin (f 1873). 

Between the sculpture-gallery and the ' adjoining 
Ethnographical collection, a stairway leads down to the 
basement which contains the Egyptian collection well 
worth a visit; several mummies, and antique objects 3 
to 5,000 years old. (A catalogue will be necessary.) 
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The Etnographicat Collection 

i>r "stille d*armes" contains a magnificent collection of 
tirmory for man and horse; guns and muskets, spears, 
dubj.^, pikes, bows and arrows, swords, bajonets, sabres, 
in fiic.t every known or now forgotten weapon, in a 
thousand different patterns together with war standards, 
dn 111 I HI and old ammunition. The armour and weapons 
wcn'ii in battle by Gustavus Wasa, Gustavus Adolphus, 
Charlc.^ IX, Charles X, Charles XI, Charles XII and 
other i-egents and their generals. 

tJne room contains exclusively foreign, mostly 
Eiiat- Indian and Asiatic dresses and weapons, typical 
of thuir mode of warfare. 

'riie second floor is entirely occupied by the picture 
gailevy except one room, the Regaliaroom, in which is 
kept the coronation and other dresses of the Swedish 
ro^f-GutB from Gustavus Wasa, down to the late king. 

Tji the collection are seen the blood stained dresses 
of Gustavus Adolphus, Charles XII and Gustavus III. 
Tho w\g Charles XII wore in disguise, when he rode 
from Turkey to Stralsund etc. The silver shoe which 
the horse of Charles XIV dropped at the coronation 
tert'nioiiy. The walls are covered with embroidered 
tiiirriago rugs, horse cloths etc. 

Here may also be seen the horse, ridden by 
(jusIeivus Adolphus in his last battle. The horse, a 
smtill stout nag of light brown color (badly stuffed), 
wius however not the king's own but a common 
cavalry-horse from the ranks, as the king's own charger 
hud sit the commencement of the battle that day been 
killed under him, and this horse belonging to a 
woutided Pragoon, was mounted on the field by the 
kingj after changing his saddle and pistols. 

After the king was killed, and fell, the horse 
entered his Hne again in his former regiment, thereby 
plainly announcing to the Swedes the fate of their 
monarch. 
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The picture gallery 

containing about 1,500 pictures represents all the 
schools and masters of Italian, Spanish, French, Dutch, 
Plemish, German and Swedish origin. 

Far from being able to vie with the great picture galle- 
ries of Europe, this collection has nevertheless many pictures 
of interest, among which we will particularly mention the 
following :

The passage round the grand staircase is filled 
with plaster casts from ancient sculpture. 

The pillars supporting the dome, should be noticed. 
Inside the museum there are in all 68 pillars - of 
marble and porphyry of various colors and patterns. 

No fees are given or expected, except to the doorkeeper, 
who takes charge of your overcoats, canes or umbrellas, which 
are deposited here. 

The mnsenm is open to visitors free^ of charge : Sundays 
1 — 3, Tuesdays and Fridays 11 — 3, but on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Thursdays an entrance fee of 50 ore will be charged. 
Closed on Saturdays. 

On the north side of the building stands a fine 
group in bronze, by Molin: "The Wrestlers", 
showing the mode of duelling in early times. The 
finest piece of sculpture in Sweden. 

Skeppsholm. At the foot of the museum by an 
iron bridge of 550 feet in length, built in 1860, we 
reach Skeppsholm, being the station for a part of the 
Swedish fleet in the baltic consisting mostly of still- 
water gunboats, assisted by 8 recently constructed 
singleturret monitors, and other steamers. 

Part of the admiraUty's mechanical workshops 
are situated on the opposite shore of the Deer park 
(Djurgarden). 

The church surmounted by a cupola, on the hill 
to the left called Charles John's is the Ma/riners church, 
built in 1842, adorned with Marble statues by By- 
strom.

A beautifully avehod shady walk traversing the 
entire island, is much frequented by pedestrians and 
leads to a steam ferry wliich plies between Skepps- 
holmcn and Djur garden (fare :S tire). 

Castelholnrij an other* island^ so named from its small 
citadel >vdth a battery of 20 gun^:, whence the custom- 
ary sitlvite is fiied^ in answer to any foreign man of 
war entering the harbour. From the top of the hill 
a fine view is to be had of the city, and its many 
bays* The fearful looking appendix on the eastern 
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side (as seen in the picture), has in former days been 
used as a mast crane for refurnishing battered ships of 
the line with new masts ; hopes are however entertained 
that the useless thing will soon disappear. 

The funny looking funnelcapped building we see 
in front of us across the bay towering high on the 
southern suburb is a molassesfactory, by cold process. 
At the foot of the citadel is a neat little teagarden, 
where refreshments can be had.

Returning from the islands over the bridge we 
first crossed, we follow the quay to the eastward of 
the Museum, and have before us the large bay of the 
Nybro. Here shortly another custmi-hmse will be 
erected as the old one is entirely insufficient, for the 
proper management of the imports which are now 
ten times greater than they were twenty years ago, or 
before railroads were introduced into Sweden. Some 
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of the smaller vessels belonging 
have already been stationed here.

Across the bay we see the tower of Ladugtrds- 
lands church a beautiful octagon building about 200 
years old. The tower was not completed until about 
ten years ago, when it was erected under the super- 
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iutendence of the arphitect Mr Mabnberg. In the 
church yard is found among others the monumental 
grave of general Cardell, the founder of the military 
high' school at Marieberg. 

Adjacent to the church to the westward is the 
Arsenal of the artiUery, containing some hundreds

of cannon of great calibre. Inside the barracks a 
couple of hundred thousand fine muskets of a late model 
(home manufactured) can be seen, which have never 
yet been * 'charged" except by the gunsmith. 

In the centre of the open space called ArtiUery- 
plan will soon be erected the beautiful marble-group 
(saved from obscurity at the now deserted JSwarts/o

If you like to iiiaiiflct tlio intflrior, the dooT-^eeper Uveis in 
Uio flcliool-hDUac iuaide the iron railing tin tW eastern aide af 
thtj Chiiriih. 

Passing through the iia.rrow lunc of Xifckstroius- 
gfitaii, wo come out in to tho "Kiu^^a park" in front of 
auotbyr of Mohn's mast^i-pioceSj the Fountain, cast m 
bioiiZL\ and eri^tited in 187^5. It is Burroundod by naiads, 
dolpbinj^ and swan^. The figures in Jiigh relief re- 
present tho allejjrorieal court of "the king of the 
aweet, waters^* {J^mhm), 
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St. James's church. Built on the site of an older 
structure pulled down by Gustavus Wasa in the first 
of his wars with the Danes. The present church was 
commenced by his son John III in 1588 and comple- 
ted by queen Christina in 1643. 

The exterior as well as the interior is plain, 
worthy and simple, without any ornaments except at 
the western entrance, the sculptures in stone of which 
are highly admired. The subject of the altarpiece is

the "Resurrection" painted by Westin. In the church- 
yard is the tomb of the poet Kellgren. 

At the upper part of the King's park or Charles 
Xin*8 square stands the bronzestatue of Charles XIII, 
erected by his adopted sod and successor Charles XIV. 

The four bronzeHons surrounding the pedestal 
are however of later date, modelled by Fogelberg and 
by their symetrical forms and majestic beauty attract 
the visitors admiration.

In the same building is the Geological Institution 
with large collections, comprising the entire kingdom, 
and is of great interest to the specialist. 

(The Collections can be inspected at any time on applying 
to the waiter.) 

The agricultural institution has also rooms 
here for their collections, although their library, and 
rooms for meeting are in the opposite building, at No 
43 in the same street. An experimental nursery 
garden belonging to this institution is situated in the 
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tjxtrcmc nortlicHii ead of Djuigaidon^ and am be iu- 
spcctcd oil Moudayi? Liiid Tlmiadiiyri until 4 o'uL p. m. 




The Gymnastic instituiion in the uei^libourliood, at 
Uie comor of BcriduibanBgatiin is open ddly lor iu- 
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spection. The celebrated P. H. Ling founded here 
as early as in 1813 a gymnastic institution, and 
his theories have been more, or less adopted in 
almost every civilised country in the world. The art 
of fencing and the use of arms, are here taught daily 
to school-children, as well as adults. 

Not far from here at the corner of Brunkebergs- 
torg and Odinsgatan is a standing exhibition of manu- 
facturer products held by ^^Stockholms HanAtverhsfor- 
ening^^ and where fine specimens of homeindustry are

exhibited, especially in the cabinet makers line. All 
d,rticles exposed are for sale. 

Passing down Odins street, we enter the church- 
yard of St. Clara church rebuilt in 1753, after a great 
conflagration which in the previous year consumed the 
greatest part of this suburb. After viewing its plain 
exterior, the visitor will be the more surprised by 
its ornamental interior. The altarpiece by Sergei is 
very fine, in the centre of wliich is a copy ofE-ubens' 
"Christ's descent from the cross". 
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In the church-yard are seen the grave stones of 
the Swedish "Bards", BeUman, Leopold and the highly 
spiritedly Swedish poetess A. M. Lenngren. 

A few hundred feet to the westward of this, we 
arrive at a new square in front of 

The Central Railway Station, erected 1871, a 
Bplendid building of more than 500 feet front; on 
the upper floor are the rooms for the Board of Direc- 
tors, where is also an independent Telegraph-office. 
At the southeastern comer is an Expressoffice for receiv- 
ing and forwarding of parcels to all parts of the world. 

A short distance from the railway station is the 
new Post-office situated, erected and opened in 1875. 
(The former post-office was on the south side of the 
river, at Lilla Nygatan, and is at presented only a 
sub-division of the institution. 

Passing further westward we come to the shore 
of the MflBlar, where the Junction line fsamman- 
hindningsbanan) between the north and south suburbs 
of Stockholm crosses the bay over to Biddarholm and 
further; touching a comer of a beautiful little green 
Island in the north river named Strdmsborg where 
very good meals and wines are served to visitors at 
any time of the day, and if you prefer it, under the 
shade of the stately elms. Here are also two good 
nine pin alleys for lovers of that sport.

is reached by an old bridge from the railway crossing. 
The large house to the left, is a stesun-flour mill of 
great cap&city; memorable as -being the spot where 
the first steam engine ever made in Sweden was put 
together by Samtiel Otom, an English engineer, in 
the beginning of the present century. 
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The large building and garden on the right hand 
side is the City Hospital, founded under the reign of

The building, in length 240 feet besides the 
wings, can provide accomodation for as many as 740 
patients at a time, and is a model of a hospital, as 
to cleanliness, discipline and comfort. Handsome garden 
in front, with walks and green lawns. 



Stockholm. 
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Conradsberg. At the extreme outskirt of this 
suburb lies the lunatic asylum of Conradsberg. This 
building, commenced in 1855, is intended for the 
accomodation of as many as 200 patients of each 
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sex, and is erected with a view to aD. the possible 
wants and comforts of its inmates. It is well lighted 
and ventilated, has gas and water in every apart- 
ment, and in the preparation of the food steam, and 
gas are used exclusively. 

The very extensive ground, about 70 acres, be- 
longing to, and surrounding the institution, will soon 
be covered with a luxuriant growth of flowers, shrub- 
bery and shady trees. 




Eristineberg, Orphan Asylum (pag. 76). 

Visitors desirous of inspecting the asylum are 
readily granted permission by the doctor who lives 
here. Apply to the waiter in the small building at 
the entrance to the park. 

In the neighbourhood lies the Military college of 
Marieberg founded by Charles XIV. Here was for- 
merly a china, and fayence factory of great renown, 
where the now highly prized articles, that bear the stamp 
"Marieberg", were manufactured. These articles are 
now very scarce, as the factory ceased working 
more than 100 years ago. There is a fine view of 
the city from here. 
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By a road through the pine forest we pass the 
beet-sugar factory of Inedal in the neighbourhood of 
which is situated the Orphan asylum Kristineberg 
in a very pleasant and healthy locality. 

Th^ building was erected by, and is kept at the 
expence of the f, and a, masons. 

Passing this Institution, a short distance, we drive 
over a floating bridge, and turning to the right ar- 
rive at JohanTielund, the only Missionary Institution 
of Sweden, where young men are prepared for mission 
work in East Africa and elsewhere. 

Many lai^e factories are established on this sub- 
urb, amongst which we will mentipn: the Bolinder 
Comp:y's iron-foundry, the Carlsvtk steam-loom establish- 
ment, the Ekman Comp:y*s mechanical wood-sawing 
and joinery factory, besides several large tanneries 
and d/yeing establishments. 

As we still have something more to say about 
the northern suburb, we will return from Kungsholmen 
by the old wooden bridge on the northern side, called 
"gamla Kungsholmsbron" cross the railway at the 
north station, and pass up Drottninggatan alongside . 
the Horticultural garden, at the entrance of which are 
two pavilHons, where daily from 11 — 3 (Wednesdays 
and Saturdays exceptied) is exhibited a highly in- 
teresting and carefully arranged Ethnographical Collection 
of Scandinavian older and later objects, giving good 
ideas on the past country life in Sweden. Entrance 
fee 50 ore. 

At 94 Drottninggatan is the Museum of the Swe- 
dish Academy of Science. Its large collections in botany, 
zoology, ornithology, mineralogy, geology, palssonto- 
logy*) and conchology are more even than we would 
undertake to classify. The museum stands in commu- 
nication with all the scientific museums in the world. ^ 



*) A meteoric stone of more than 50,000 Swedish pounds 
(about 20 tons) weight, found in Gronland 1871, is to, be seen 
in this collection. 
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The collections can daily be inspected by notice given to 
the doorkeeper, who lives on the first floor to the left of the 
entrance in Drottninggatan. 

The mnsenm is however open free to visitors on Wednes- 
days and Saturdays 11 — 3 and on Sundays 1 — 3. Closed during 
November, and December. 




Adjoining the museum is the Church of Adolph 
Fredrik, a neat structure in Grecian cross-style. This 
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church possesses two remarkable works of art by 
Sergei, who himself rests here under his granite monu- 
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meni in the church-yard : the altarpiece, representang 
the Besurreotion, and a beautiful monument over the 
fieimous French philosopher Cartesiua (Descartes) who 
lived some time in Sweden during the reign of queen 
Christina. 

Connected with the Academy of Science is the 
Astronomical Observatory, on "Kungsbacken**, the con- 
tinuation of Drottninggatan, and also accessible. 

Before we reach it, we have on our left hand 
the fine edifice of the New Technological institution 
erected in 1863, with which is connected the 
"Swedish Mineralogical School", removed hither from 
Palun. Has a library of about 25,000 scientific works. 

Pollowing NorrtuUsgatan, we come to three charit- 
Me instttutiomy vu'^o 16, the honiefor idiots ^ Ko 25, the 
90 called Tysta aJcolan (the silent school), where deaf 
and dumb children who cannot be received at Manilla 
(a larger institution for blind, deaf and dumb in the 
Deorpark [pag. 96]) find a home, and suitable educa- 
tion; No 20, the Stockholm City MissiorCs hmne for 
destitute boys, who, being rescued from the street, here 
receive a good education, and are taught several trades. 

Returning along Drottninggatan, we have Hotorget 
(the Hay market) on our left and close adjoining it 
Bethlehem church, especially interesting to the English 
traveller, as it was built by an Englishman and with 
English money. It is a plain unobtrusive building 
seating about 1,200 people. The before mentioned 
Samuel Owen, the introducer of steam power into 
Sweden, as well as of the first Temperance society, 
was the man who first applied to one of the London 
Missionary societies, for a gospel preacher to be sent 
to Stockholm. An earnest man of the name of pastor 
Scott was sent in 18.30. Through him money was 
obtained from England for the erection of this church, 
and its beloved pastor after suffering much persecution 
was virtually banished from Sweden 1842. Bethlehem 
church is now in the hands of a committee, and used 
as an evangelical proprietory chapel by the Lutherans, 
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Not far from Bethlehem church, No 48 D, Mahn- 
skUnadflgatan, is a fine chapel erected by the Baptkts, 
Of late years great adyances haye been made towards 
full religious liberty in Sweden, and now all deno- 
minations are free to conduct public worship in what- 
ever form their consciences dictate. 



Returning to Drottnmggatan, we find at No 10 the splendid 
shop of D. Eorssell & C:o who Ifeep the largest assortment of 
furs in Sweden (Branch-hnsiness in Gothenburg) and as it is a 
known fact that fars are cheaper in Sweden, than in any other 
country, the visitor has here an opportunity of providing himself 
with this article either in skins or ready made garments. On 
the second floor of the same building is held an exhibition of 
porcelain and crockery, majolica, black china, parian statues, 
decorated dinner-sets, porcelaine stoves, etc. 'of the Rorstrand 
porcelaine factory. Prices are cheap, and goods sent to any 
part of the globe. 

At No 5 Drottninggatan, comer of Eredsgatan, is the jewel- 
lery shop of Christian Hammer, Resides an immensely large 
stock of such articles as are generally found in a first class 
jeweller's shop, you will also find here, what is a peculiarity to 
Sweden, a large assortment of exquisite philigree-work. 

Besides his stock of Jewellery Mr Hammer has the largest 
collection of antiquities held by any private person, which em- 
braces several hundred thousand numbers. 

His museum in the adjoining house as well as a part of 
it, kept in his Villa in Djurg&rden adjoining Hasselbacken, will 
be shown to visitors, on application. 

In the spring of 1875 he will also open a standing exhibi- 
tion of antiquities at No 18 Fredsgatan, upstairs, comer of 
Gustaf Adolfs square, adjoining hotel Rydberg, where opportu- 
nities will be afforded to every lover of curiosities to complete 
his collections. 
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Soathern sttburb. 

Passiug over the Carl Johan's Square*) (at 
locks, called: Slussen) we are in the southern subur^., 
under the first streets of which the railway runs, 
disappearing a little beyond in a tunnel, 1,437 feet 
in length. 

By Sodermalm^s Square and Gotgatan we soon 
arrive at Mosebacke or Mose-Hill, surely by far the 
most unrivalled place in Stockholm, which no traveller 
shoidd omit paying a visit to.

The perspective view of the city from the garden 
terraces is beautiful beyond description, and will no 
doubt charm the visitor, especially in the early mor- 
ning. It embraces the whole northern, western and 
eastern part of the city, "Ladugardsgardet" and 
**Djurgarden" in one vast panorama, with the ports 
and their shipping in the foreground. (Illustration 
next the title page.)

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The oldest historical monument in Stockholm is 
found in this neighbourhood on the Ca/pMamhacken^ 
reached by some crooked lanes at the foot of an old 
windmill. The monument consists of a crumbling 
marble slab, lately encased in an ironframe. The 
faint lineaments of the crucifixion may yet be seen on it

and some of its latin inscription, which tells us that it 
was erected in commemoration of the deadly feud 
between the German and the Swedish burghers, during 
the reign of king Albrecht of Mecklenburg, in the year 
1389. As an atonement for the cruel murder of sixty 
innocently imprisoned Swedish burghers, king Albrecht 
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here raised three marble slabs -with inscriptions, of 
which only one now remains. 

St. Catherine's church, the highest building in 
Stockholm, is . a beautiful structure in Grecian cross- 
style, and its free and lofty unsupported dome is a 
fiije specimen of the architectural skill of its builder, 
Jean de la YaJl^e 1670. . 

A little beyond this church is situated the Swe- 
dish Deaoonnessea imtitutum with a training school for 
nurses, female teachers and a chapeL The hospital is 
supported by voluntary contributions. 

Further eastward we find the extensive ship- 
building establishment named Stora hvarfvet {the great 
wharf), 

(From here steamferries carry yon over to Djurg&rden.) 

From Barnlngen with its large factories of cotton, 
oils, soap, etc, we have steam communication by a 
beautiful lake with Nacka inn picturesquely situated 
about one mile distant, which excursion is well worth 
to be made. 

If from Mosebacke we turn our steps westward, 
in crossing Gotgatan, we come to the Church of. St. 
Maria, which is a fine structure, notwithstanding the 
incompleteness of the tower which was erected pro- 
visionally after the fire in 1825. Opposite the western 
entrance to the church-yard stands the house (marked 
with an inscription) wherein the Swedish Bard Carl 
Michael Bellman was born, the 4th of Febry 1740. 
The street is now called Bellmans^atan. 

Not far from here, the house at No 43 in 
Homsgatan is, and wiU be remarkable in the religious 
annals, as the property and residence of Emarvuel 
St)ede7fi>org, the celebrated mathematician, philosopher 
and theosophist. A smaU. summerhouse in the garden 
(still extant) was always his favorite place, and was 
used by him as his study. The house is visited by 
many from near and far. 

Extending our way to the extreme outskirt of 
the city this way, we arrive at the Bergsund Steam- 
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boat building establlsbmenti where orders for steamers 
are extensively carried out. 




Bifianttftl Sv«detiborg't study (ptag. 88). 
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The opposite shore of the mainland, and the many 
islands are £lled with numerous country residences of 
the "well to do" citizens of Stockholm and many 
factories in various branches are situated here. 

Steamers leaye here for Kiddarholm every ten 
minutes, passing through the sound of Longholm. On 
this island with its shipwharf etc., is also the pent- 
trntiary for conmcta in which among other useful trades 
stonecutting is taught. Here are cut annually several 
millions of cubic shaped granite blocks (4 — 5 inches 
square at the top) with which the principal streets 
of Stockholm now are paved. Several ship loads are 
also exported every year to foreign countries, for the 
same purpose. 



Tours In the eiiTlrons of the city. 

(The route we will now describe, takes from two to four 
hours, and should be made at least once during the visitor's 
stay in Stockholm. If the traveller has no interpreter with 
him, he will do well, to let the portier instruct the driver where 
he wants to go.) 

Being fairly seated in our carriage, we drive up 
Drottninggatan to the comer of Borstrandsgatan, past 
the English church, alongside the railway, and pass 
between the extensive buHdings of the Atlas Companys 
establishments, and the RSrstrand porcelain manufactories 
situated close by, where we might drop in and inspect 
their fine store-rooms. Thence we soon reach the 

Carlberg castle formerly a royal residence, appro- 
priated by Charles XI who lived here, and where his 
son Charles XII was bom in 1682. Since 1792 it 
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has been useid as a military sdiool for young cadets. 
The best view of this place is to be had from the opposite 
side of the lake, but as we have a long drive before 
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lis, we proceed through the park and forest, and stop 
for a moment at 

Solna ohuroh. This is evidently an ancient struc- 
ture, especially the round tower, as those that built 
it, seem to have had no idea of brickmaking, as it is 
built of rough stones rudely but strongly cemented 
together; no date of its first origin can be found, 
but in the 12 th century, it is mentioned as an old 
chapel (Bonehus). Some antique frescoes are found 
inside on the walls, and some pagan wooden idols in 
the vestry.

Among the numerous tombs in the church-yard, 
are found those of Berzelius and many other celebrities. 

On the opposite side of the road we see the city's 
new cemetery tastefully laid out, and which was 
consecrated by archbishop J, 0. Wallin in 1827 (whose 
monument we see in the foreground of the picture). 
The ground has been augmented several times chiefly 
of late years, since the inhabitants of Stockholm were 
prohibited from burying their dead in the church- 
yards of the city. 
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By the large iron gates on the right hand side of 
the high road we enter Haga park and after a drire 
for half a mile through the shady groves, reach the 
Palace of Haga, huilt by Gustavus ni as a summer 
residence. 

Entrance may be obtained if none of the members 
of the Royal family are there, but there is howeyer 
not much U> be seen except the park. 

Through a cross cut we reach the yery handsome 
Nurseries and Hot-houses, which are under the super- 
yision of a head gardener.

From Haga we soon reach by the highroad the 
grand alley of planted trees leading to the 

Palaoe of Ulrioadal. 

The fayourite resort of Gustavus III and his queen 
Louise Ulrica, who died here in 1813, suryiying her 
husband 21 years. 

When Charles XV ascended the throne, he made 
this place his summer residence. His untimely death 
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at the age of 45, will be long, Mid deeply deplored 
by his subjects, who will never forget the frank, affable, 
and manly bearing of their beloved monarch. 
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Of his large, and costly coUections of antiquity, 
and arts in every branch, a considerable portion is 
stiJl to be found in this palace, which is shown to 
visitoi-s at any time by inquiring for the waiter. 




On a green hill, a stone's throw from the palace 
we notice a fine chjurch^ in Dutch renaissance, built 
by Charles XV. 

In the neighbourhood of the church stands a small 
building, the facsimile of Rankhyttan in Palame. 
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The cottage where Gkcstavm Vaaa received shelter, 
when pursued by the Danes. 

On the western side of the palace is a large and 
well kept fruit garden with hot-houses. Several villas, 
busts, and statues are seen scattered about the park. 

In following the road through the pine-forest 
we pass the Bergshamra dairy, and TivoH which are 
exquisitely situated on the shore of Bruns-vihen. 

Crossing the bridge at Alkistan we soon reach 
the agricultural nurseries and lYskartorpet, an old wooden 
hut built and used by Charles XI as his fishing house. 
The old economist was very fond of angling and spent 
a good deal of time here ; he used often personally to 
supe'rintend the cooking of his favorite dishes. 

Adjacent is seen a high fence surrounding some 
hundreds of acres of forest, inside which you may 
perhaps see some of the Deer kept for the Boyal sport. 

We now drive over the drilling grounds of La- 
dugardscommon, and at Djurgardsbrunn enter what 
is properly, called Djurgarden, being the favorite 
resort for pic-nic parties, and the most frequented 
promenade, and carriage drive of the Stockholmers. 

In following the road to the south side of the 
lake we reach our hotel in 15 minutes, leaving the 
description of Djurgarden to the next chapter. 



Another drive, a circle within a circle, and if not 
precisely of the same beauty as regards scenery, is 
nevertheless to be recommended, the more so as it 
does not take more than two hours to make the 
circuit, and the road is always kept in excellent con- 
dition. 

Driving up Drottninggatan we pass the Amdemy 
of Science, and ascend the hill of Kungsbacken, where 
to our right we have the Observatory, and a little 
beyond to the left from Norrtullsgatan we enter the 
high road shaded by trees on either side, to the Mili- 
tafy academy of Carlberg. 
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Jn a fine pavillion built in Turkish style, concerts 
are often giyen by sojourning artists, but it is also 
used as a caf^. 

Under an oak a century old that towers high above 
the other trees, **the bard" Bellman, now nearly 100 
years ago, used to sit singing his compositions to his 
delighted friends, accompanying himself on the cithern.

A gifted young sculptor G. A, Nystrom has happily 
idealised the poet in a beautiful model, which the 
Landlord of Hasselbacken has had cast in bronze, and 
erected on this historical spot. 

Pine kiosks are put up every where in the garden, 
and jets of springwater in the flowerbeds assist in 
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keeping down the temperature during the warm 
summerdays*). 

Adjoining Hasselbacken is the Circm building, 
where during the summer a good circus-troop^ gives 
daily performances. 

The front of the building has a good cafe where 
you are served with all kinds of beverage, either in 
any of the many small-rooms, or on the verandah. 

The next building is the Franska w§rdshuset {the 
Drenchmans Inn) where good meals, and wine also can be 
had, in public or private, in case the Hasselbacken 
should be too crowded. Next are the TivoU gardens 
with various cheap amusements for the public. 

Further we come to 
Novtlla another fine caf^, 
noticeable so far, that in the 

winter months it is turned a^WPl^^^^^fc-,^>^ 
into a summer garden ; filled 
with green trees and plants, 
singing birds and aquariums. 
Open daily winter, and 
summer. 

If you would like to 
have a look at the mer- 
chants. Dry-docks, we cross 
here right over towards the 
shore, and by a small bridge 
that connects the Deerpark 
with the island of BecJcMm, ^;"'"*'*'- '^* ^''^' '^^' 
we find here the two commercial dry docks, blasted 
from the solid granite rock ; each one extensive enough 
to take in the largest ship that traverses the Baltic. 

On our onward trip we pass many fine villas 
and private residences, until the Bellmanero {BeU- 

*) To the English traveller who is accustomed to the well- 
kept velvet lawns, neat flower beds, and the well rolled gravel 
walks of an English garden, the gardens of Sweden present bat an 
unfavorable impression.

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nians rest) is reached, anoliier caf^ named 'after the 
poet, in front of which to the side stands a bust 




the Bard, erected on his anniversary the 26th of 
July 1829. 
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At this point, the road branches off into three 
directions, one leading down to Frtesens pa/rk and the 
Bishops-point, commemorated as the landing place of 
the bride of Oscar I (the queen dowager Josephine) 
in 1823, and likewise of the bride of Charles XV in 
1849. We wiU now follow the other road through 
the wood, until we readi the asylum for the deaf 
and dumb and blind, named: 

Manilla. One of the chief philantropic institu- 
tions in Sweden, where yearly are kept, fed and 
clothed 90 — 100 of these unhappy individuals. 




Rosendal. 

It was commenced in 1809 by P. 0. B(Arg, mostly 
by private means, but stands now under the protec- 
tion of the government, and at present under the 
supervision of the son of the founder, Mr 0. E. Borg. 
The institution is open for inspection every Thursday from 
10 — 2, and anyone taking interest in such an estahlishment will 
without douht he much gratified. 

After a circuit in the park, we come to the 
Royal cottage of Rosendal, built by Charles XIV in 

Stockholm. C^r^knAo 
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1830, and during the summer months occasionally 
occupied by the qtieen dowager Josephine. 

The extensive nurseries, and hot-houses are well 
worth a thorough inspection, as many things will be 
found here of interest to the floWer-oultivator and 
horticulturist. 

In the rear of the cottage can be seen a beautiful 
large porphyry-urn from Charles XFV's quarries in 
Elfdal in Dalarne. It is in three separate pieces, 
foot, stem and crown, is 38 feet in circumference 
and has a weight of 55 cwt. In the park surrounding 
are to be seen several statues of bronze and marble. 

From any one of the many green hills in the park, 
you have fine perspective views of the parade-groimds 
across the lake, where the city garrison is encamped 
in tents during the months of June, July and August. 

The memory of Charles XIV is dear to every 
inhabitant of Stockholm, he it was who converted the 
Deerpark (Djurgarden) into what it now is. I^ature 
has undoubtedly done most, but skill, labor and money 
combined, have assisted in making this the most lovely 
of rural spots to be found so n^ar a city. 

From Bosendal we can either return home by 
the road, or by one of the small steamers, which run 
from the foot of Hasselbacken, to the city every 5 
minutes until midnight. 
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JEnvirons of Stockholm. 
To Drottnlngholm. 

(Small steamers leave Riddarholm about 5 or 6 times a daj. 
Fare 60 ore. Time 35 minutes. 

By ordering a carriage from the livery-stable you can enjoy 
a fine drive for seven miles, (time one hour) through the deep 
pine forest through which the road passes. Fare for 4 persona 
12 kronor.) 




Royal castle of Drottningholm. 

Drottningholm palace. The cornerstone of this, 
the most elegant if not the largest, royal country- 
palace, was laid by Sed/vig Eleonora, queen dowager 
of Charles X and erected by the famous builders 
Nicodemus Tessin, father and son. 

6htstavus Illy and subsequently Oscar /, father of 
the present king of Sweden and Norway, have greatly 
added to its collections, and luxury. 
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It contains many paintings by EhrmdraMy and 
amongst other things of value, a picture gallery with 
portraits of all the sovereigns of Europe, cotemporary 
with Oscar I. A handsome Itbra/ry, and a theatre built 
by Gustavus lU. The gardens, laid out in French 
style, are ornamented with groups of sculpture, jets of 
water, etc. 

A Chinese temple^ built by king Adolphus Fredrik, 
who was a skiKul turner in wood and ivory, with 
many old genuine Chinese curiosities can be seen here; 
also a Theatre du Bois, ingeniously constructed by 
Gustavus III. 

Drottninghohn is now the summerresidence of 
the royal family, but most of the interior will be 
shown to visitors by permission being obtained from 
the governor, who resides in the palace. 



To Oripsholm. 

(Steamers leave Riddarholm daily at 9 o'cl a. m. and follow 
the route of the canal boats as far as to the flord of Sodertelje, th«ni 
continues westward, and after passing several narrow straits, enter 
the hay of Gripsholm, and land at the quay of Marie/red. Time 
3 hours.) 

Q|4pill0lm 09Stle, was named from the northern 
Croesus, Bo JmiasGn Grvp^ the founder in 1316 of . 
the present edifice, but is nevertheless mentioned 
in history under different names long before his 
time. The castle was rebuilt, and remodelled in 
1537 by Gustamis Vastty but agadn altered, and enlarged 
by Gusta/cus III, a century ago. 

Its greatest attraction is the picture gallery with 
about 1,800 portraits. The whole dynasty of the 
Vasa sovereigns and their relatives are here repre-. 
sented among which are portraits of Gustavus Wasa 
and his successor, Eric XIV, painted by this unfor- 
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tunate king himself. Further many portaits of all 
the commanding heroes, during the reigns of Gu- 
stavus Adolphus, Christina, Charles X, Charles XI 
and Charles XII, and also a gallery of all the co- 




temporary sovereigns in Europe, during the time of 
Gustavus in. Much antique furniture, silver, gobe- 
lins tapestry, etc, are to be seen here. A beautiful little 
theatre, built by Gustavus^ III, is found in the upper 
part of the southern tower. 
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The prison of Eric XIV may be seeir in the 
uppermost story on the western side, (the oldest 
tower) kept intact since his imprisonment 300 jeats 
ago. Tracks worn into the brick floor by the incess- 
ant wanderings of the insane monarch, are plainly 
visible. 

It was also in this castle, Gudavus IV Adolphus, 
the last of the Vasa kingp, in 1808 was kept prisoner 
with his family for a week, previous to their exile. 
Two monster guns (commonly known as "the hog" 
and "the sow") are placed in the outer court-yard, 
being relics, taken by Jacob de la Gardie from the 
Bussians at Ivanogorod. ' 

The fine ruin seen in a meadow close by is from * 
a nunnery, built by Sten Sture Senior in 1432, which 
was destroyed by Gustavus Wasa, who in proclaiming 
the Lutheran doctrines as the state religion, caused all 
the monasteries to be destroyed, and all catholic usages 
to be abolished. 

Besides the castle, there is nothing more of interest to he 
seen here. After allowing the visitors time to partake of some 
refreshments at the tolerahly good ((Stadshotel», the steamer 
leaves for Stockholm at 5 o*cl p. m.

(Steamers leave Riddarholm daily at 9 o'cl a. m. and reach 
their destination at 1,8 p. m.) 

Soon ftffcer leaving the Riddarholms-^ord, the 
steamer turns to the right (leaving to the left the 
island of Lofo, on which the royal palace of Drott- 
L<^!; ningholm is situated), winding its course between the 

numerous islands, and every now and then getting 
' glimpses of stately m^ansions and neat country resi- 
dences, such as Hesaelby, Eiddersvik, Lennartmds, etc, 
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until at Almare stak (where some ruins can be traced 
of ancient fortifications), the :Qord, which here is yery 
narrow, is crossed by a drawbridge, belonging to a new 
railroad (Bergslagsbanan), which is now under con- 
struction, and intended to connect Stockholm with 
the large irondistricts north of lake Mselar. Passing 
through the strait we see Runsa, Stentnge, and other 
mansions. On the right hand side, almost hidden in 
the verdure, lie£ the palace of Boserabergy the favorite 
residence of king Charles XTTT, as well as of his suc- 
cessor Charles XIV (Bernadotte) ; has many valuable 
collections of marble statues, and fine old paintings, 
library, splendid park, and fruit gardens. 

At the next point we have a glance of what was 
once the town of Sigtuna, with many fine ruins, in 
former days the capital of Sweden. 

Sigtuna is said to be founded 2000 years ago 
by Stgge FridtUfsan, the historical Odm, and the place 
is often mentioned in the early chronicles. The in- 
habitants numbered in the year 1188 more than 
10,000, when the town was taken, and destroyed by 
East-Baltic Wikinga, who amongst other spoils, carried 
off a pair of church-doors of pure silver, and which it 
is said, may yet be seen in a depository in a church 
in the city of Novgorod in Russia. Within the now 
diminutive place, nothing of interest is found, besides 
4 ruins of churches, dedicated to St. Peter, St. Lorenzo, 
St. Olaf and St. Nicholai. 

On our way further we pass the historical places 
of Aske, Hdtunaholm and Bricmnd until, at the southern 
end of Skofjord on our left, we land in front of the 
grandest feudal castle to be found in Sweden, the Sko 
or as it is also named 

Skokloster. From the earlist historical records 
it is first mentioned as a fortified castle, where many 
of the pagan kings, in the first thousand years of the 
Christian Era, have lived. In the 15th century, a 
large monastery, in the hands of the ancestors of the 
recent occupants, the Brahe family, stood here. 
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The present castle was built by count Charles 
Gustavus Wrangel, a general in the thirty-year's war, 
in the middle of the 17th century and came into the 
Brahe family by marriage with that of Wrangel. 

The structure is a quadrangular building of 144 
feet each side, four stories high, making an inner 
court-yard of nearly 100 feet square, with a tower at 
each comer. In the castle is found a large quantity of 
antiquities and curiosities, and as all the male members

of this illustrious family have either been statesmen 
or militarymen of great renown, Iqxge additions have 
been made from generation to generation. The eight 
Ionian pillars in the portico are of great value. The 
hall, vestibule and staircases are hung everywhere 
with armory and paintings. 

The ceiling of the hall of the kings, a work of great 
merit, in plaster by L'Archevesque, is much admired, 
as are also the many exquisite works in gobelins tap-

estry, cornelian, ivory, amber and cx*ystals, and a 
large collection of antique furniture in the private 
apartments. The annory Ihdll contains 1,200 muskets 
of various patterns, besides innumerable quantity of 
shields, cuirrasses, svords, sabres, poignards, bows, etc, 
and much antique steel armory for man and horse. 
A fine giillery of paintings including many portraits 
of celebrated Swedes, and of members of the family. 
Among the latter are Tycho Brahe^ the great astrono- 
mer and the lovely Ebha Brahe^ to whom Gustavus 
Adolphus was so fondly attached that he would have 
made her his queen. The rare and valuable Ltbra/ry 
contains more than 30,000 volumes and rare manu- 
scripts. 

The family's burial vault can also be inspected. 
In the adjacently situated church is the equestrian 
statue of general-field-marshal Carl Gustaf Wrangel, 
in full armour. The church in itself is a museum of 
curiosities. 

To enable strangers to make a more thorough inspection 
for a day or two, rooms can be had in one of the buildings 
upon the estate, boats to Krusenberg (telegraphstation) across 
the bay and carriage to Upsala. From here to Upsala the steamer 
needs an hour. Steamers leave Upsala for Sko and Stockholm 
daily at 12 o'cl noon. 



To Upsala by rail. 

(Express-trains run daily 5 times each way, time about 2 
hours [see time-table].) 

Upsala. 

Handsomely situated on both sides of the Fyris 
river, has about 12,000 inhabitants, the principal 
university in Sweden, with many colleges, and scientific 
institutions. 

Hotel : Stadshotellet, Drottninggatan 9, with a good restau- 
rant, and livery stable attached. 
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The first object that attracts the attention of 
the stranger, is the old cathedral, size of building 360 
by 140 feet, was begun in 1260 and finished 1435, 
is built upon the ute of the old heathen Upsala 




temple, an edifice spoken of in early saga (legends) 
to have been of enormous size, and immense wealth. 
The cathedral had formerly three towers with spires 
400 feet high, but these were in 1702 destroyed by, 
lightning, and afterwards replaced by the two present 
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towers, which are of quite a different style of archi- 
tecture, but we hope that the long since proposed 
plan of restoring them to their original style will 
shortly be carried out. 

The interior can be seen at any hour of the day, if you 
give your Host notice to that effect, who will then notify to the 
clerck to be in attendance.

Behind the altar, in the Gustavian chapet, is the 
tomb of Gustavas Wasa, and his two first queens ; the 
waDs are painted in fresco with scenes from the most 
eventful moments of his life: 

The seven frescoes painted by prof. Sandberg (1831 — 37) 
represents the following 7 events in the life of Gnstavns Wasa: 
1. Gustavns before the Townconncil of Liibeclc, requesting their 
assistance against the danes. 2. Gustavns in disguise as a Dale- 
carlian peasant. 3. His Harangue to the Peasants. 4. The Battle 
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between: the DalecarliaD8 and the Danea. 5. The triumphal entry 
of Gnstavus into Stockholm. 6. presentation of the first Swedish 
translation of the Bible to him. 7. His addregs from the throne 
to his last parliament. 




In the choir are to be seen many andent speci^ 
mens of stained glass. 
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The remains of the great botanist Ca/rolus Lmncetis 
lie here in the family rault of Gustavus Baner, 
under a mural tablet of red porphyry, with his por- 
trait by Sergei. Many of the tombstones, are more 
than 500 years old. A shrine of silyer containing 
the bones of St. Erie (the patron saint of Stockholm) 
is to be seen here. 

In the middle aisle, in front of the pulpit, you 
can see in the arched roof over your head, a hand 
with two outstretched fingers; on this spot many of 
the regents of the Wasa dynasty were crowned, as 
were also many kings of earUer date. 

Close by the cathedral is the still elder Trinity 
belonging to the adjoining country parish, 
situated in the park, named Oddmlund, Here an obelisk 
has been raised in memory of Gustavus Adolphus, the 
great patron and second foimder of the university. 

The UniversiiAf of Upsala (recently 1,200 students), 
was founded 1477 by the administrator Sten Sture 
the elder. It possesses a great number of scientific 
institutions and buildings, amongst which the prin- 
cipal is: 

The Carolina Rediviva: the university lib- 
rary, containing about 200,000 volumes and 7,000 
manuscripts, and comprising many rare, and highly 
valuable works. Among the latter is a copy of the 
four gospels, with moveable silver letters on parch- 
ment, in the old gothic languages. This book named 
Codex jirgenteus, containing 188 folios was made by 
bishop TJlphilaa one thousand years before Gutenberg 
was bom. 

The Museum Gustavianum, on the opposite side of 
the park Odinslund, contains some good pictures, anti- 
quities, a zoological collection, and cabinets of curiosities. 

Upsala castle. Originaly built by Gustavus Wasa 
in 1548 was burnt down in the great fire of 1702 
and soon after rebuilt, it does not however retain 
any of its former splendour. Is now the residence 
of the govwrnr but contains nothing of value. 
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Among the many historical events of the old castle 
may bo mentioned one, which took place in 1654 
when queen Christina, daughter of Gustavus Adolphus, 
after appointing her aucceseor Charles X before the 
assembled Diet, disrobed herself of her royal mantle, 
renounced her inherited crown, and retired to private 
life. She died at Rome 1689. In front of the castle 
stands a Bust of Gustavus Wasa, cast in bronze, mod- 
elled by Fogelberg. 

Some ruins to the south, are all that remain of 
the old castle. 




The Old Upsala Mounds. 



The Botanical garden, to the westward of the castle, 
has a fine floral collection, and many rare plants are 
to be found here, although in a latitude of more than 
60 degrees. There is a little temple in the gardens^ 
with a good statue of Carolus Linnaeus, by Bystrom. 
In the old botanical garden on Svartbacksgatan at the 
northern end of the city, stands the house of C. Linnceus, 
The various collections of the university can (except the 
library, which is only* open from 11 to 1) be seen at any time 
of the day, by giving notice to the respective doorkeepers. 
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Old Upsala/ sitnated about two miles to the east 
of the city (by railway 15 minutes), is remarkable 
for its mounds or burial places from the bronze age. 
The three principal mounds are attributed to Odin, 
Thor and Prey, whence we have Onsdag, Thorsdag, 
Fredag (Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday). 

The highest one, 64 feet, was" cut through in 
1874, to enable the uniyersal ethnographical congress, 
then assembled at Upsala, to examine the inside of 
it, when fragments of a skeleton and some ornaments 
were found, which are to be seen in the National 
museum at Stockholm. From the top of the next 
mound, hundreds of lesser dimensions can be seen for 
miles around. The old church here dates back long 
before the Christian era. 



Trip to Waxholm. 

The small town of Waxholm (1,500 inhab.) is a 
much frequented bathing-place, but its greatest at- 
traction . is derived from the Waxholms fdstning (fort) 
built on a granite island, opposite Waxholm. 

Visitors are always permitted to inspect the fort 
and its batteries, although the foreigner will have to 
undergo some fDrmalities, biit will never (in time of 
peace) be refused. 

The fort was commenced by Qudmui Warn and 
greatly enlarged and strengthened by Gustavus Adol- 
phus, but quite recently • (within the last decennium) 
put in its present defensive state. We can not give 
the number of guns, but by judging from those in 
position, its seems impossible for any unfriendly man 
of war, to pass the fort with impunity, as there is 
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deep water only on one side of Vie fort and the 
masked batteries on the opposite shores, (not to mention

the torpedoes) would most likely alone be sufficient 
to disable the intruder. 
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Prom the top of, the fort a splendid view is to be 
had of the surrounding islands and bays, with their 
many villas, and sailing vessels. 

Steamers leave Stockholm for Waxholm from the front 
of the royal palace at 9 o'cl a. m. and at 3 p. m., making the trip 
there and back in abont 4 hours. (Good refreshments on board.) 
As Waxholm is the only inlet to Stockholm for 
larger vessels, tourists pass it on their way to Russia, 
(if bound thither), but in most cases they miss seeing 
it, as the steamers for Russia and Finland generally

leave Stockholm at midnight, and reach Waxholm in 
about an hour after starting. 



For other small trips by steamer in the neigh- 
bourhood of Stockholm, such as those to Gustafsb&rg 
porcelaine factory and Dalaro which are surrounded by 
exquisite scenery, especially at a place named SkurUy 
as well as to Rydboholm, OstanS and Ulricsdal by 
water and many others, see *^8veriges hmmunicatwmr'^ 
published weekly, which is found in every caf^, and 
at every hotel. 
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The Gotha Canal. 

The trip from Stockholm to Gothenburg occupies 
two days and a half^ by good, elegant, and comfortable 
steamers; and being one of the most picturesque routes 
ill Sweden, it is highly recommended to the tourist. 

(Steamers start, four or five times a week from the landing 
at Riddarholm, for Gothenburg via the canal, bnt as cabin acco- 
modation for passengers is limited to about 30 to 40 on each 
steamer, and as the travelling by this route during the summer- 
months is much frequented, it is advisable to secure tickets a 
few days in advance. 

The tickets cost 25 kronor, food not included. The food 
on board is good, and all paid for by the carte. 2 kronor will 
be sufficient to give the waiter, and the same amount to the 
stewardess at the end of the tour. The captain of the ship 
generally speaks some English.) 

The plan to connect the Baltic with the open 
sea near Gothenburg by canal was devised at a very 
remote age. Charles IX (1599 — 1611) was the first 
to commence the undertaking; he opened a part, called 
"Carls graf *, to avoid the upper falls on the Gotha 
River. During the next centuries the works languished 
or were slowly continued. The famous 8wedenborg drew 
Charles XII's attention to the undertaking in 1716 
and Polheniy a celebrated Swedish engineer of this time, 
began to work here, but at the death of this king, 3 
years afterwards, the works again ceased. At last in 
1793 a company was formed for construction of the TroU- 
hatta canal, after a plan of the engineer, Eric Norde- 
vaU and this was opened in 1800. At the beginning of 
the present century the baron Bdltzar von Platen was 
placed at the head of the undertaking, and he may 
be said to be the founder of the Gotha canal as it now 
exists. He summoned to his aid a famous English 
engineer Thomas Telford and in spite of all the diffi- 
culties, caused by the disastrous period of 1809 — 10, 
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when Finland was taken from Sweden, and for the 
opposition of many, who stated that the canal would be 
the grave which would swallow up all Sweden's re- 
sources, Platen had the satisfaction of seeing the western 
part of the Gotha canal opened for trafic in 1822. 
Finally in 1832, three years after the death of Platen, 
the two Swedish seas were at length connected. 

The entire length of the whole waterway across 
the country is about 370 English miles; but of 
this, only about 50 are canal, and 50 more along

the coast of the Baltic. The remainder consists of 
rivers, bays and lakes, surrounded with enchanting 
scenery, and in many parts being of the most pleas- 
ing character. 

The steamer after leaving Stockholm, winds her 
way westward between the numberless islands of the 
lake M(Bla/r, a distance of nearly twenty miles, until 
the town and canal of Sodertelje are reached. Here 
a portion of the old canal, commenced by Engelbrecht 
in 1435, intended to connect lake Meelar with the 
Baltic; can be seen. 
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The new canal finished in 1819, two nules long 
has only one lock and is cut entirely through sand ra- 
vines. Sodertelje is a much frequented bathing-place. 
On leaving the canal you pass several Islands 
consisting of chalk formations, where lime-kilns and 
quarries are seen in busy operation. 

High on . a hill to the right upon the mainland 
a view is obtained of the beautiful old manor of

Russian marauders, who this summer, without any 
declaration of war, invaded and burned nearly every 
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one of the small defenceless villages and hamlets on 
almost the entire length of the coast of Sweden. 

After passing over a number of small ^ords, the 
steamer stops for a few minutes at Oxeloaund for land- 
ing, or receiving 
passengers. This 
place has the 
deepest water of 
any harbour in 
the Baltic and 
has recently 
been selected as 
the terminus of 
the Swedish Cm- 
tral Railway, 
thereby putting the largest Iron producing districts of 
the country in direct communication with the Baltic 
and foreign commerce.

Next the steamer enters a wide gulf of the Baltic, 
the Braviken, and after two hours run, is at GoUenvik. 
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at the Qord of Slatbaken, where to our left, we soon 
pass the rum of Stegdmrg castle which in the days of 
its glory was often the summer residence of the Wasa 
family. 

King John IIIj second son of Gustavus Wasa 
was bom here in 1537 and the castle was for a 
long time after, occupied by his queen and their 
children. The castle which has withstood many sieges 
has never been burnt, but was by order of Charles XI 
in 1690, demolished, and many hundred loads of stone 
, from it, have been used in the construction of the pre- 
sent royal pala- 
ce of StocHiohn.

Here in former days stood the formidable castle 
of "Mem", the stronghold and retreat of Jacob Bagge 
a brave sailor and admiral, during the reign of Eric 
XIV. Amongst his many exploits, history relates that 
one fine summer day, he brought home twelve large 
images of solid silver, representing the twelve apos- 
tles, which he found somewhere in a church in Dit- 
marschen (Holstein) and being afraid that his king 
and sovereign master might have a longing for images 
af that peculiar style, he had them hidden in a cave 
and that so well, that to this day they have never 
been found, and probably never will. 

At the foot of a mighty block of granite, on the 
top of which is found the ruin of an old castle, the 
Ramundahdlly we pass the small town of Soderkoping 
and now proceed on our inland journey.

sion of a part of them here, it giyea the paBseugLn-s ample 
time to visit the adjacently situated WreU doi^tef^'dmreh. 
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The church is built on the foundation of the old 
Wreta cloister erected by king Inge II m 1128, whose 
tomb, with those of two other kings, can yet be seen. In 
a sidechapel are found a number of standards, taken 
in the thirty-years' war by descendants of the Douglas 
family, who then emigrated from Scotland to Sweden. 

In Ljunga church , on the right hand side of the 
canal, rest the remains of count Axel Fergen, who at 
a political demonstration in 1810, was murdered in 
Stockholm.

After passing the lock at the beautifully situated 
Brunnby, former residence of archbishop A. Lindblom, 
we pass the now deserted church of Brunneby, and 
many rich and well kept estates, until at Borensherg 
we enter the lake Boren. 

Lake Boren 8 miles long by 2 miles wide, 246 
feet above the level of the Baltic is much admired 
for its pure water, clear as crystal. At the northern 
end of the lake, is situated the ancient royal estate 
of Ulfha, the birthplace of Sancta Brigitta. Her study, . 
in the tower of the adjacent Chridberg church, is yet 
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kept injtact. The tombstoBe of her husband the mighty 
Ulf Gudmarson has been taken to Stockholm, and can 
be seen amongst the collection of church antiquities 
in the ITational museum. 

After ascending the five locks at the very romantic 
Bwemhutt we have in all passed 37 locks and have just 
as many more to go through before reaching Gothenburg. 

If the weather is fine, passengers can enjoy a 
nice walk on the smooth canal-bank from Borenshult 
to Motala machine shops, about 2 miles distant, allow- 
ing the steamer to overtake them here, as it generally 
stops at this place about half an hour for the dis- 
charge of freight. 

Motala has the largest iron-foundries and steam- 
engine-manufactories in Sweden, which were established 
in 1822, and employ at present more than 2,000 
mechanics. The wharfe for the building of steamers 
and machine-shops of "Lindholmen" at Gothenburg, 
and of the other "Motala" at Norrhopingy as well as 
the extensive machine-shops at Nykoping, belong to 
this company. 

Several other factories, such as: papermill, match- 
factory, artifical stone . (concrete), etc, are also found 
here. Some ruins seen close by, are remains of forti- 
fications erected in 1567, to oppose an invasion of 
the Danes.

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Baltmr vm Hatm (f 1829) the ingenioug founder of 
the canal. In conformity with the desire he often 
expressed in his lifetime, his mortal remains rest her© 
on the riverside, under a flat slab of marble enclosed 
by an iron railing, shaded by elms and poplar-trees. 

At Motala the canal is crossed by a private 
company *s railway connecting Mjolby on the eastern, 
with Hallsberg on the western mainline of the govern- 
ment railway. 

The steamer now proceeds to Wadsima on the 
eastern shore of lake Wettem, elevation 295 feet.

Here near the water we notice an old castie the 
Wadstena aloU, built in 1545 by Gustavus Wasa, at 
the expense of the cloisters, of which there were 
many formerly in this place. 

The church in Wadstena, now called Khsterhyrkan, 
erected in 1B95 was then named and dedicated to 8t, 
Brigttta (the only female saint of Sweden), who died 
in 1373 and was canonized by the pope in 1391. A. 
shrine containing her bones is still to be seen. Her 
portrait on the wall above. 

A beautiful monumental tomb of ppnce Magnus, 
the fourth son of Gustavus Wasa, stands in the choir. 
This church also contains the graves of many histori- . 
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cal men, such as Bo Johnson Grip, the builder of 
Gripsholm and many other castles in Sweden, Magnus 
Stenbock, Josse Ericson, two queens, and several cler- 
ical notorieties. 

From Vadstena we cross the lake Wettem in 
half an hour, and enter the canal again at the foot-

of Carlsborg^s fortifications, which were commenced 
during the reign of Charley XIV in 1832, and are 
not yet completed. Passing through Eodemnd we enter 
lake BoUensjim 4 miles long and at ForsviJcs iron factory, 
ascend the last lock, and are now in the lake Vihen, 
the highest point on the canal, 308 feet above the 
level of the sea. 
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This lake is fed by natural springs as well as 
from smaller confluences, derived from the marshes 
of Vabergy and by its greater or less volume of water, 
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it regulates the traffic, and the size of vessels navi- 
gating this part of the canal between the lakes Wettern 
and Wenern; but as the water seldom falls below 7 
feet, the passenger steamers are never hindered, as 
they do not draw more than 6 feet. 

Trom lake Vikeriy the steamer slowly descends 
through long cuttings, and basins, and after passing 
Fdgred^s church and the lock at Jonahoda we approach 
Torebodttj where the western main line of the Stock- 
holm — Gothenburg railway crosses the canal.

At Hajstorpj within a distance of less than a mile 
we descend nine locks, and after passing through eight 
more we arrive at Sjotorp station, at the edge of one 
of the largest lakes in Europe, lake Wenern, 

Between Hajstorp, and Sjotorp, a great many 
serious obstacles in the construction of the canal, have 
been most ingeniously overcome by the builders. 

Lake Wenerny 148 feet above the level of Katte- 
gat is 94 miles long, and its greatest width 43, and 
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in some places a depth of more than 350 feet, ha& 
been found. 

From Sjotorp the vessel steams oflP iA a south- 
westerly direction until rounding the island oiKallandsQ^, 
we reach the castle of LecJco built by bishop Brynolf of 
Sha/ra, although it has undergone many alterations by 
fire and rebuilding, it still retains a good deal of its 
ancient imposing splendour. 

After a few hours run, we land at Wenersborq, 
a well and regularly built town, at the southmost end 
of the lake.

At Wenersborg, rebuilt since the great conflagra- 
'tion in 1834, when the whole town was consumed, 
the UddevaUa — Herrljunga railroad crosses your path 
by a steel drawbridge, built by major Adelskold, a 
few years ago. 

The steamer in turning to the right of the Gota 
River enters the lake of WassboUm connected by Carlos 
canal (commenced by Polhem in 1716 but first com- 
pleted by Wiman in 1754) with the river below jRa«- 
nuMy which here makes a dash of 20 feet. The sce- 
nery of the surrounding country is very exquisite, an4 
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after passing the two locks at Brinkebergshulle, and a 
short cut at Stallbacka, the steamer plunges into the 
swift river, and after a miles run lands us at 

Trollhattaa (the home of the waterwitches). A 
good hotel is situated near the falls, and close to the 
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landing place. Trayellers can here find good accomo- 
dation, and most pleasantly spend a day or two in 
exploring the wild neigbonrhood, and afterwards may 
continue their journey by another steamer, for there 
is generally, at any hour of the day at least one 
steamer to be found wiiiiin the locks, on its w^y to 
or from Gothenburg. 

If your time however should not permit a pro- 
longed stay, nimierous guides are found, who for a 
small gratuity wiH show you round for 2 or 3 hours 
(the time it will take the steamer to pass through 
the numerous locks at this place) and the gentlemanly 
commanders of the canal steamers, will always through 
their steam-whistles give you loud signals, when it 
is time to embark again. 

Travellers coming from the northern parts of 
Sweden or ITorway, may perhaps feel disappointed 
in the appearance of the height of the falls, after 
the 'grandeurs to which they have been accustomed 
in the more northerly places, but the views are never- 
theless of extreme beauty, and in regard to the 
vast volume of water in the cataracts, it is exceeded 
by none in Europe. 

The cataracts of TrotthMta consist in fact of a suc- 
cession of falls, of which the first is called OuUbfallet^ 
where on both sides of an inaccessible little island 
the Oullo^ the waters makes a dash of 26 feet. IText 
comes the highest of the fedls the Toppofalletj of 44 
feet, likewise by a cliff divided into iwo parts. The 
water now rushes downwards until at Stampestrbm a 
dash of 9 feet is made, and a little further down is 
thrown over three precipices, making what is named 
the Infernal falls {SeheteBf alien) y being together a des- 
cent of 28 feet, and finally the last at FloUbergstroniy 
where the fall is only 4 feet. 

The faUs combined, have in all an altitude of 
111 feet.

blasted in the rock. At Toppofall, by an iron bridge 
you reach a small cliff (fee, 25 ore for passing the bridge 
which goes to the school-fund) in the centre of the cur- 
rents. The scene from here down the succeeding 
falls is extremily wild, conversation with your com- 
pany is entirely debarred by the roar of the waters. 
At different points rainbows, formed by the spray of

the water, are visible. Following the pathway through 
the pine forest you pass the Stampestrim fall, and 
finally the three Infernal faUs (Helvetesf alien). 

On your way down alongside the falls, you are 
shown a smooth-worn semicave, KungsgroUan (the Kings 
cave) so called from the numerous names cut in the 
rocks "here, mostly by order of the many royal visitors, 
who at different periods have viewed the falls.

At Akerwass below the double row of locks, you 
find the steamer, after haying made a descent of 139 
feet since leaving Wenersborgy ready to carry you 
further. 

The force of the falls at Trollhattan has been 
estimated at 250,000 horse' power of which a few

himdred hitherto only have been made serviceable in 
the various sawmills and manufactories erected here. 
On leaving Akersvass, the steamer will reach 
Gothenburg in three hours time, on the smooth and 
subdued river, the only interference being the lock 
at LiUa Edety the last beween Stockholm and Gothenburg. 
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1 



On both sides of the river, the country is dotted 
over "with villages, churches, manufactories and country 
houses. . On our right we discover a ruin of the once 
formidable citadel the Bohus fort which dates back 
more than 500 years, and many a hard battle has 
here been fought between the Swedes, Norwegians 
and Banes, especially in former days, when the 
Gotha river constituted the boundary between their 
respective dominions.

At Kongelfy a small town at the foot of the ruin, 
one arm of the river branches off to the right, quickly 
falling into the sea, while the left branch which we 
must navigate runs in a southerly direction, till in 
about half an hour we land at Gothenburg. 
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Goth6»nburg (G5teborg> 

Thfi second largest town in Sweden, numbers 
about 60,000 inh., is tbe seat of the governor, and a 
bishop; has very large exports and imports and will 
before long, owing to its convenient situation upon 
the shore of the western ocean, in a commercial pointy 
of view, be superior to Stockholm. 

The town was founded in 1619, by the great 
Gtistavus Adolpkusy who had even then, a foresight 
of the important position of the place, politically as 
well as commercially, and who oflfered many advan- 
tages to the foreigners emigrating thither especially to 
Hollanders and Scotchmen, traces of whose residence 
are yet plainly visible, in the style and construction 
of the city; which is entirely different to any other 
town in Sweden. 

Gothenburg is connected by railway with all 
the principal places in Sweden and TTorway, and by 
its number of elegant and swift steamers, in daily 
communication with Denmark via Fredrikshavn and 
Copenhagen; Christiania, Bergen ' and Brontheim -in Nor- 
way, as well as once a week or offcener with: Hull, 
Leith, London, Hambwrg, Amsterdam, Havre, Bordeaux, 
New-York, etc. 

The streets are well paved, and the 4 Hamn- 
gatoma divided by so many canals, thronged with fishing- 
boats and lighters, and spanned by numerous bridges, 
all of which, give to the city a busy appearance. 

The moat and the canals, are constantly receiving 
fresh supplies of water from the "MMndal river, east 
of the town. 

Hotels. Gothenburg is greatly in want of more convenient 
hotels then it now posesses, but we nnderstandj some of its 
wealthy citizens have now taken the matter in hand, wherefore 
hopes are entertained that this so long delayed necessity will 
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soon be overcome. At present Gdtha hdllar^ and Haglund*8 hotel 
are the best, next conies B^of?^ Hotel, Hotel Royal, Hotel Carl 
XV, etc. bat all are second rate.

Restaurants. Haglungs hotel, FrifitMraWo^cn (Free-MssouV 
lodge), Bdrsen (the Exchange), Lorentzbtrg and Ca/V du Com- 
merce at Skeppsbron. 

Foreign Newspapers at Hagluuds hotel, the Bachelors club 
(after introduction by any one of its members, mostly merchants) 
and at the Museii reading-cabinet. 

Baths. Warm baths at Bruusparken, near Haglnnd's Ho- 
tel, and svimming baths at various places on the riverside. 

Cabs and Droskas 
are cheap and numerous, 
fares about the same as 
in Stockholm, and also 
governed by wTaxesw ; 
found in the vehicle. 
Drives can be taken 
through the parks, the 
suburb of Haga, and by 
the shaded avenues lead- 
ing out of town to the 
eastward, where the mu- 
nificent merchants of 
Gothenburg have erected 
their fine, and costly 
country-residences. 

At GudafAdolfs 
square, stands ^e 
statue of the founder 
of the city; cast in 
bronze, after a mo- 
del by Fogelbergy and 
unyeiled on the 6th 
of Nov. 1855, on 
the 223rd annivers- 
ary of the death of

the TotcnhaU and the Fost-ofjlce, Further down on 
Norra Hamngatan is the "Christina" or "German" 
church, and near to it the Telegra^h-ofjuie, and the 
G6t^borg\ Museum^ '^ whose large collections are open 
to visitors 10 — 2,30 and 4 — 6, but on holy-days from 
1—3 and 6—8. 
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The English ehureh, biiilt 1855, k situated at 
Kaserntorget, and of other churches we will mention 
the Gmta/vi church or Domkyrkan built 1802 — 1815, 
the Nya Kyrkan i Haga^ in fine English-Gothic style,

(the expences defrayed by the generosity of David 
Carnegie and other pious persons), the Catholic church 
near the railroad depot, the Hebrew Synagogue at Stora 
Nygatan, and many others. Gothenburg has a great 
number of sanitary, educational-, and charitable in- 
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stitiitions which are highly recommended to inspec- 
tion by the specialist. 

Near the Horticultural society's park and nur- 
series, outside the moat, is situated the newly erected 
New theatre, a very handsome edifice, with convenient 
seats for 800 spectators. The old or mincke theater is 
opposite Gota KaUare, on Sodra Hamngatan.

In the Kungs'pa/rhen is found a copy in bronze of 
Molina ^^Bdltespdnnare^* (the Wrestlers) and at the 
park oi Lorentsberg we find the bust of **Wachnan*^ 
the poet. At "Tradgardsforeningen" and at "Lorents- 
berg" free open air concerts are given every after- 
noon. 
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By a multitude of swift little steamers wliich 
leave Skeppshron every 5 minutes, smaller excursions 
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can be made on the river; touohing at LindAolfMn 
mechantcal tvork-shops and steamboat huHdmg establishr 
tnmts: Ermberg foundry, "Masthugget", "Warfvet", 
"Klippan", -^Langedrag", etc., and "Fort Elfeborg" 
at- the entrance from the sea. Another much fre- 
quented excursion is generally made up the coast, by 
larger steamers touohing at the fashionable bathing place 
of Marstrandy and through Stmungsvaid and Svanesund 
to Uddevalla and back the next day, or by taking the 
morning train from Uddevalla to Wenersborg return by 
steamer via TrollhdUe falh. 

For tourists on their way to Stockholm, and whose 
time does not allow them to go by the Gotha canal 
route, we will mention that steamers leave daily for 
the beautiful cataracts of "TroUhatta", and after al- 
lowing ample time for inspection, will bring the pass- 
engers back again to Gothenburg before night. 

Two Express trains leave daily for Stockholm, 
time 12 hours. 

For travellers going to the continent, the shortest 
route from here is via Fredricshavn across the Katte- 
gat, whence steamers leave daily, time about 4 hours.

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Route L steamers leave the quay at Skepps- 
bron in Stockholm daily for Gefle; tame from 12 to 
14 hours, and thence daily communication to Falun 
by rail in 4 hours. 

Routes II and, III (see excursion to Upsala, pag. 
105). Trains leave the central station several times 
a day for XJpsala, and from there twice a day for 
Gefle. 

After leaving XJpsala in a northerly direction, 
past the iAAVMdi of old XJpsala, the train stops a few 
minutes at Wattholma station. In the neighbourhood 
lies the old Chateau of Salsta, built by Nicodemus 
Tessin senior, about 200 years ago, which after hav- 
ing had several Royal, as well as other illustrious 
owners, has now for nearly a century been in the 
possession of th6 Brahe family. It has, like many of 
the numerous country residences of the Swedish no- 
bility, "costly collections of art and antiquity. The 
next station Ltbba/rbo 25 e. miles from XJpsala, is con- 
nei^ted by a branch railway of 5 miles length, with the 
Dannemora minesi the oldest, richest, and most pro- 
ductive (Jnes in Sweden. A good hotel is kept here, and 
the place is yearly visited by hundreds of tourists. 
ITot far off are the celebrated iron, and steel-works of 
Ogterby, Close to the station, across the Vendd lake 
is seen the old castle of Orhtfhus, where the unhappy 
Eric XrV breathed his last, poisoned by. order of his 
brother. King John HI. 

After passing the Tobo and Tterp stations, we 
arrive at Orrskog, where a private company's branch 
railway of 5 miles length, runs to the very extensive 
ironworks of Soiderjorsy situated on the shore of Dalelf 
river, which here forms beautiful cataracts, and whose 
voluminous masses of water constitute the main power 
for driving the heavy machinery, of which we will 
mention the anchor-forges, the only ones of that kind 
in Sweden. 

At Elfkarleo station, 5 miles north of Orrskog 
the Dalelf is crossed by a bridge built upon 6 arches 
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420 feet long, and the railroad is afterwards carried 
over a deep gnlch, by means of a trestlebridge, 450 
feet long, after which we soon plainly hear the roar 
from the Elfka/rleby cataracts, which have here a fall 
of 50 feet, and a width of 257 feet, and whoBe gig- 
antic masses are second only, to those of Trollhattan. 

Considerable quantities of salmon-trout, are caught 
below the falls. 

At Sarnds station 12 miles further, we are on 
the sea-side of the guK of Bothnia; in clear weather 
a good many white sails can be seen on its broad

expanse, and after passing several smelting-works and 
saw-mills, we are at Geile, about 100 miles from 
Stockholm. 

Gefle, the largest town in Sweden, north of Stock- 
holm, is the seat of the governor of the province. 
Has a very large shipping, and is carrying on quite 
an extensive trade with the interior. The town is 
now fast recovering from the calamities of the violent 
conflagration which in the summer of 1869, consumed 
the greatest part of it. SMshotellet (A. Bergstrom, 
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landlord) is justly recommended to the traveller for 
prompt attention and moderate charges. Two express 
trains leave daily for Falun j and the trip is made 
including stoppages, in precisely 4 hours. The stations 
on the road are Lundj Bach, MargretehiU and Sand- 
viken, near which latter the large foundries and iron- 
works of Forsbacka, Hogho and Sand/viken are situated. 

The Bessemer mode of producing steel, is here 
carried on to a great extent. 

The next stations are Kungsga/rd and Storvik, 
which latter place will soon be connected with the 




Gefie railway station. 

Upsala-Krylbo-railway, After passing the other sta- 
tions of Robertsholniy Born and Kormds, we arrive at 
the depot .at Falun. 

Hotels: Falu hotel and Dala hotel. 

Route IV. The express train leaves Upsala daily 
in the afternoon, and after passing over a bridge, 
300 feet long, across the Fyris river, continues to 
the westward, past the stations of Wmge, Aland, 
Wittmge and Heby, in the neighbourhood of which 
latter are located the newly constructed iron-, copper- 
and nickel-works of Molnebo, owned by a company of 
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German capitalists; arrives in 3 hours and a half at 
the town of Sala. 

Sala is remarkable for its silver mines, which have 
been worked with different success for more than 
500 years; they are well worth inspection and per- 
mission is readily obtained. The produce of the mines 
in former days, wm very considerable, but it has 
gradually decreased; at present it is estimated to be, 
about 3,500 to 4,000 pounds avoirdupois annually. 

From Sala the railway continues via Broddho, 
RosshyUan and Brovallen alongside the Dalfelf to Krylho

where it terminates at present, but is under con- 
struction to Storvik on the Dala line, and expected 
to be ready in 1876. 

Lodgings can here be obtained, and the journey 
continued by stage, to the old mining town Hedemora 
situated 13 miles to the west and thence by post- 
horses to Sfy'and, or via Sdter to Siora Ornds, at lake 
Eumif on which there are daily steamboat communi- 
cations with Falun, from both places. 
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' Houie V. Steamers leaye Eiddarholm quay daily 
and in about 7 hours arrive at Stromsholm, where 
the canal of the same name commences. 




The picturesqueness of scenery, is not inferior 
to that of the Gotha canal, and i» justly considered 
the pleasantest route to Dalecarlia. The caned was 
commenced a century ago, and is now daily traversed 
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by hundreds of freight-boats, and since 1860, steamers 
run its entire length, about 65 miles to Smedjebackm 
The first of its 25 locks is met with at Stroms- 
holm royal manor, whose former castle was built by 
Gustavus Vasa, and bequeathed to his queen dowager 
Coitharina Stenhoek, who died here in 1621, surviving 
her husband 61 years; the present castle, by Tessin 
senior, was built for Hedvig Eleonora, spouse of Charles 
X, who during the minority of her son, afterwards 
Charles XT, held her court here. The place has

an hotel, with a good restaurant, several mercantile 
houses, telegraph-station etc. 

At Westerqvarny there are two locks, and one at 
Prestforseny where the paper-mills of Sorstafors are* 
situated. Through a long canal we pass by the rapids 
at Sorqvmm at which we find the factories oiHattda' 
hammar and TVSmjfors, 

Passengers .have ample time here to enjoy the 
beautiful scenery of the adjacent * country, as the 
steamer has to moimt 8 locks, with an elevation 
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in all of 130 feet. At ^kamm a good Inii is to be found, 
where you may rest a while' after your wanderings. 
The steamer now goes alternately through lakes 
and canals all the way up to Stnedjehacken, passing 
numerous iron-works and factories, of which we will 
mention: Akatra, Siirahammar, Ramnaa, Seglingshergy 
Engehherg (with railroad to Krylho), Westanfors, Uddnds, 
Fagersta^ besides many otliers, and finally at the upper 
end of lake Ba/rhm (340 feet elevation) reaches Stnedje- 
haehm; yfheve horses and coaches, can be had to 
Omas (route IV).

Route VL Steamers leave Kiddarholm daily for 
Koprng, and arrive thither in about 6 hours. Here 
we take the Koping-Orebro-raHway to Frovi station, 
which we reach via Arhoga, Feiltngsbro and Ui/ersdter 
in about 2 hours. 

At Frovi we change carriages, and get a ticket 
at the office of the Swedish Central railway (Friivi- 
Ludvika-banan). The first station we arrive at, is 
Wedevag, near the iron-factory of the same name, and 
the Vdngs peat-diggings; the next station is Linde or 



Stockholm. 
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lAndesberg, old mining town, 1,300 inhabitants, beau- 
tifully situated on the shores of the lake. Travellers ; 
who can stay here over the day, will be amply repaid 
for their delay, by the exquisite scenery all around, 
especially from the hills eastward of the town. Steamers 
run on the lake Rossvalen to the silver- and galena- 
mines of GuldamedshfUan. 

The second station from Linde is Stord: in the 
vicinity lies, besides the before mentioned Guldsmeds- 
hyttan, the Stripa lead-mines and shot-factory, together 
with many others, of which we will mention Hdkamho 
copper-mine, and the very extensive ironworks of Gran- 
huUy Ratmherg and GamimJho, Passing Vasselhfttan and 
Rdlha stations, and the extensive iron- and steelworks 
of Bmghro recently constructed, we stop at Nya Koppar- 
hergety being the centre of one of the richest mining dis- 
tricts, abounding in iron, copper, lead and zink, studded ' 
over everywhere with factories and quarries; the 
many rivers and cataracts, furnishing the never ceas- 
ing water for running the mavihinery. 

A branch railway is under construction, to connect 
this station with the Chten works situated a few miles 
off, to the westward. Further Stdlldalm (where an- 
other railway is under construction, purporting to 
connect these rich mining regions with Gothenburg hj 
a more direct route then hitherto). We pass StaU" 
hergetf and Horh stations, and at Grmgesherget come 
to another immense mining tract; in every way equal 
to that of Nya Kopparberget. 

After leaving Gonda, the road follows the southern 
shore of lake Wessnum, until we reach the terminus 
of the Swedish central railway at Lud/oika 55 miles 
from Provi. 

From here, the before mentioned railway to Gk)ihen- 
burg will soon be carried up to Falun. Steamers run 
on lake Wessman as far as Grangarde, from whence 
there is a road to Omas; but it is more advisible at 
present not to go by that steamer. Travellers proceed by 
Ba/rken railroad, whidi connects Ludvika with Smedje- 
backen, and then follow route IV, to lake Eunn. 
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Faliin 

the oldest mining town in Sweden, numbers about 
6,000 inh., and is the residence of the governor of 
Dalarne. The town presents a rather gloomy appear- 
ance, owing to the smoke from the copper- works, which 
calcinates the edifices and destroys yegetation in their 
vicinity. One of the two churches here, the £vppar- 
hergshfrhan, wliose roof is copper-covered, presents a 
curious aspect from the verdigris adhering to it. The 
climate is nevertheless exceedingly healthy, and pesti- 
lential deceases are unknown in the annals of the 
province, the longevity of the people is also very 
remarkable. The town has suffered much from in- 
undations and fires, but since the occurence of the 
last one in 1847, a more regular plan has been 
followed in its reconstruction. 

The Falu ooppermine. Among the thousands 
of travellers who yearly visit Falun, only a very 
small number omit descending the mine. We 
proceed now therefore to the ofjm opposite the Qruf- 
stugan, and there change our dresses for more suit- 
able ones, and get provided with torches and a guide*). 
The first 300 feet, the descent is made by wooden 
stairs, but afterwards chiefly by perpendicularly hang- 
ing iron-ladders. The number of shafts is very con- 
siderable, the deepest ones about 1,200 feet, and the 
mountain is much honeycombed by tunnels and in- 
clines. Ventilation is excellent, and the hoisting and 
pumping machinery is driven by water power. Almost 
everywhere are to be seen framed and glazed, the 
names of the many royal visitors who have descended 
the mine. At the depth of 700 feet, is found a large 
excavation named the Audience hall (radsalen) thither 
Gustavus in descended. Accidents to the mine and 
miners are now a days of rare occurrence, in compa-

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riaon to what they were in former days, when the 
produce of the mine was very great, but the engin- 
eering, and mode of working, was unpardonably careless.

During the reign of queen Christina the mine 
yielded yearly as much as 80,000 cwt pure copper, but

ite present product is reduced to about 12 a 15,000 
cwt annually, and it stands now only as the second 
or third of the Swedish coppermines as to product- 
iveness. Some gold and silrer are also found in the 
mine, hut the yield of sulphur, and copperas are still 
very large, and second in quantity to none in Sweden. 

During the reign of Charles XI in 1687 the 
mine fell in, and then formed the great sink, named 
"Stoten" a yawning pit of 300 feet in depth, and 
1,200 by 660 in width. The mine filled with water 
and lay unworked for a long time afterwards. 

The oldest record of the working of the mine, 
still preserved, was given by king Magnus II m 1347, 
but by antiquarians it is believed to have been worked 
as early as 2,000 years ago. 

The Gru&tugan is a small museum, and contains 
beside its many historical curiosa, a good collection 
of minerals, and a scientific library. 

The historical events of the Hngdom of Sweden, 
stand often in close connection with those of tho Dale- 
carHans. In the beginning of the 15th century, 
during the tyrannical reign of Mbrecht of Medenburg, 
successor to queen Margaretha^ there lived at the foot 
of "Kopparberget" a man named EngelbrecMy whose 
patriotic heart and sense of justice, could no longer 
endure the many cruelties, practised upon his unhappy 
countrymen, by the foreign governors appointed by 
the kmg. The call on his neighbours to free their 
country, vibrated in true hearts, and soon a voluntary 
army surrounded his banner; everywhere he conquered, 
and before long found himself at the head of an 
army, suMdent to clear the whole country. He did 
not stop until be reached Copenhagen, then the ca- 
pital of united Scandinavia, where he laid the com- 
j^nts of his plundered country, before the king. Being 
betrayed by the unfaithful king's promises, he raised 
the Dalecarlians once more, and then dethroned king 
Albrecht, broke connection with Denmark, and placed 
Charles VIII Enutson on the. throne of Sweden. The 
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followers of Engelbrecht urged him to ascend the 
tlirone himself, but he firmly refused, preferring his 
rural home in Dalarne. His wishes were in this 
respect however sadly defeated. On his way hraie, 
he stopped one night at a small island near Orebro, 
where he was cruelly murdered while asleep, by a 
villanous scamp, who, although the arm of Justice 
did not reach him, soon afterwards went and hanged 
himself in remorse. The statue of Engelbrecht stands 
in front of the newly erected townhall, in Orebro.

In Dalarne also, Gustavwi Vasa in 1521, when 
wandering about as an exile, found true friends and 
faithful followers. Near Rankhyttan on the southern 
shore of lake Eunn stilL stands the bam, in which 
he in the disguise of a day-labourer, stood threshing 
corn; and many are the places, famed by tradition, 
where he found refuge on his wanderings. 

At Ornas (steamer from Strand or Fdun) may 
be seen the farmhouse, in which the fugitive was 
saved by the mistress of the house (mother Barbro) 
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and the room upstairs, and bed where he slept. The 
old man tempted by the reward offered by the Danes 
rose in the dead of night, locked the house, and

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went to inform against his guest. Mrs Barbro su8pect=- 
ing something wrong about her husband, assisted 
Gustavus to escape by the window. The house is

preserred intact, at the expence of the government, 
and constitutes in itself a small museum. (A gratuity 
of 50 or^ is generally given to the keeper.) 
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From Omas the highway leads past the chureh 
of Thormng (which ought to he inspected) and in 
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crossing the Balelf at the Nyckelby sawmill, the roatd 
goes past the church of Stora Tuna to the fnn of Bwih' 
aker, where horses can be had to Brednds at Iiujm^, 
and then by steamer on the lake Siljan, 

A shorter and more direct route from Falun to 

Siljan, is via Smedsbo^ajid Helgho post stations to Bredndst 

At Falu and Dala hotels in Falun, convenient carriages and 

good «gnide8» can be hired at moderate charges for the entire 

trip to Siljan and back. 

From Brednas the steamboat makes daily trips, 
through the Insjon, and the entire length of lake 
Siljan, up to Mora and Orsa, touching at the well 
populated parishes of Lekscmd, Rdttviky Mora and Orm, 
The few days required to make this excursion will 
never be regretted by the traveller, since in few 
places can there be more to charm his eye or excite his 
interest; the beauty and variety of scenery, the pic- 
turesque dresses and old-fashioned manners of the in- 
habitants, the local traditions and historical events, 
that are often recalled, afford many sources of enter- 
tainment and reflection. 

The traveller should pass a Sunday at midsummer, 
at one of the above mentioned parish churches, for 
instance that of Leksand, and see the peasants in their 
bright dresses, crossing the lake, in their large old- 
fashioned boats, and gathering together from all parts 
to attend divine service; this is a sight never to be 
forgotten. 



From Stcx3kholiii to ETaparanda, 

If the sight of the rnddnightr-mn should be one of 
the objects of the travellers visit to this part of the 
world, the journey from here, to within the arctic 
circle at Avasaxa, and back (about 1,300 e. miles) 09a 
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easily and comfortably be made in less than a fort- 
night; 'without any trouble or hardship whatever. 

As far south as Tarned, if the weather be favor- 
able, the sun can be seen all through the midsummer- 
night,, but the surest and most convenient place is 
40 e. miles up the Tornea river, on the high table- 
land at Avmaxa, where the visitor wiU find the sun 
above the horizon all the time, from the 21st to the 
26th of June. 

Places should be engaged ou any of the numerous steamers 
leaving Stockholm for the Gulf of Bothnia about the middle 
of June, but if it happens that you should be somewhere iu 
the interior of the northern part of Sweden, about that time, 
we will here below, give a statement of all the ports the steamers 
touch, on their way up and, down the coast. 

The steamer after leaving Stockholm arrives in 
about 12 hours time at Gefle {%qq pag. 140), being the 
first port on our way north. This as* well as the 
following towns and stopping places, have all very 
extensive shipping, and trade in timber and minerals, 
iron-ore, and manufactured steel and Iron. 

Soderhamn (6,200 inh.) is the next port reached, 
5 hours from Gefl€i and 14 hours direct from Stock- 
holm, Several large sawmills in the neighbourhood 
such as: Bergvik, SandarnCj Marnm^ and others. 

Has a short railway to lake Bergviken: 

Hudiksvall (3,700 inh.) is reached in another four 
hours run; but direct from Stockholm in 16 hours. 
Amongst sawmiUs we will mention: Hdggviken, Stocka 
and Forsa, and Iggemnd, Stroms, Movikm and Gnarps, 
iron and steel foundries, with blast fUrnaces. Rail- 
way to lake Dellen, 

Sundsvall (7,500 inh.) 5 hours from the latter 
place, and 20 hours direct from Stockholm, is next to 
Gejle the most important trading place in Norrland, 
has a splendid harbour, and is yearly visited by 
hundreds of ships of all nations. 

"I saw, saw by saw, wherever 1 saw", as a tourist 
wrote seeing 18 steam-sawmills in the surroundings.

and between which, swift little passenger-stea^ere 
and tug'-boats are busily running. " 

By rail, lake-steamers, and stage coaches, Dpont- 
heim (Thromlhjmi) in Nortoay is conveniently reached 
from here, via Ostersund and Levanger. 

Kiver-steamers make daily trips on the Indals-df 
touching at: Svartvik, Skonvik, Gattstrom^ Ortvik, Sundy 
Wtfata, JJaforSy F/dl, and so on. 

Hernosand (4,600 inh.) 3 hours from Sundsvall 
and 24 hours direct from Stockholm. Has daily 
steamboat communication with Sollefted, on the highly 
picturesque Angerman-elfy and yearly visited by hun- 
dreds of foreigners, who can have'here ample employ- 
ments for their rod% and ^im$^ 

Ornskoldsvik (500 inh.) is the next port, reached 
in 6 hours from Hernosand, and 30 hours direct from 
Stockholm. "Surrounded by saw mills, paper-pulp fac- 
tories, and ore smelting furnaces; and either entering 
or passing by the harbour of Nordmdling, we in six 
hours more reach: 

UmeS (2,600 inh.) handsomely situated on the 
north side of Ume river y but on account of the shal- 
lowness of the river, the steamer stops at Djupvik, 
from whence passengers are ferried up to the town. 

On our way north, we now enter or pass the 
tradingports of Holmmndy Raton, Sikea, Kallv^cm, and 
Skdleftea with Ursvik harbour and in about 10 hours 
arrive at: 

PiteS (2^000 inh.) situated on the PU;e river. 

Among the articles of export from this, and the 
still more northerly situated towns ; fiirs from Lappland 
form a considerable part. 

LuleS (2,500 inh.) sixty e. miles further north 
is a busy little place, and is the seat of the governor 
of Korrbotten. At some distance from the coast, up 
the Lule river y are located the ironmines of the New 
GeUivara oompany limitedy which by purchase have 
become English property. 
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A route much frequented by tourists, wishii^ to 
see something of the nomadic life of the Ixtpplandera 
and ^cir Reindeer, is to disembark at LvJed and by 
small steamers on- the Lule elf go, to K^deken and 




Stwhachtty and then by stage 24 e. miles to Jockmock, 
where boat and men can be hired to QvickjocL The 
lakes up here, during the summer months abound with 
waterfowls. 
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North-east of Luled past the ports of Boned and 
Neder-Calix, after a ran of 4 hours, we reach the last 
stati(m on tliis route; the Salinis harbour, outport for 

Haparanda, 111 ^j^ sw. miles north of Stockholm 
and across the river 2 e. miles from the JRuman 
frontier, has about 1,000 inhabitants, and a lively 
trade in the products of the forest. 

Haparanda is reached in, from 2 ^/j to 4 days time de- 
pendent upon tbe nnmber of ports entered on tbe way, bnt 
every steamer has its decided route, and by their time-tables, 
fonnd at the hotel, or at the ticket office, the tourist can take 
his choice of steamer. First class ticket to Haparanda 40 kr., 
but with return ticket if taken at Stockholm 60 kr. Meals serv- . 
ed a la carte at Jixed moderate prices. 

Avasaxa is 40 e. miles north of Haparanda and 
680 feet above the level of the sea, can easily be 
reached in a day by road from Haparanda, where 
vehicles and guides can be hired for the trip. 

A good tnn is found at Avasaxa^ where meals 
and lodging can be had, but a Lunch-hashet with some 
provision would not be amiss, as it often happens, 
that a crowd of from 1,000 to 1,500 visitors, from all 
parts of the world, meet here about this time, and 
provisions may run short. 

There is plenty of game for those who are fond 
of sport, such as Ptarmtgansj Hares and Foxes in the 
mountain-passes, as well as plenty of Salmon in the 
rivers. 

The Rmsian, frontier can not be entered without 
a passport. 

Hapa/randa is also reached from Hammerfest in 
Norway, via Alien and Katitoheino, m about one week. 
As English and American vice counsuls, are found in almost 
every port and town, all along the coast of the Baltic, tourists 
can always depend on courteous and valuable information, as to 
their intended trips into the interior. Hunting excursions should 
never be undertaken, without a sure guide.
